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editor’s letter 


Consider the following: My dad, a 1961 graduate of the Uni- 

versity of Alabama, wanted to name me Bryant; and the first 
piece of artwork — and I use that term loosely — I ever remember 
on my wall as a kid was a framed picture of Bear Bryant, With the 
Bear hovering over me all of those years, I had little choice but to 
adopt college football as my favorite sport. 

One of the first games I remember watching was the 1979 Sugar 
Bowl when Alabama, aided by a legendary goal-line stand, beat Penn 
State to claim a share of the National Championship. My parents 
hosted a New Year's Day party and dressed me up in an Alabama 
cowboy hat, Alabama sweat pants and an Alabama jersey, We had 
recently moved to New Jersey and virtually all of my parents’ friends 
were Penn State fans. Needless to say, it was a very happy day at the 
Light house. 

More than two decades have passed since Jeff Rutledge quarter- 
backed the Tide to that sweet Sugar Bowl win, but my love for col- 
lege football remains as strong as ever. (My allegiance, however, has 
changed. I traded in my Crimson & White for Black & Gold just a 
few weeks after enrolling at Vanderbilt University in the fall of 
1989.) 

My interest in college football took on a new meaning just over a 
year ago when I joined the editorial staff at Athlon Sports. Before, it 
‘was my passion; now, itis my job. Along with my fellow editors, am 
charged each spring with producing eight college football magazines 
previewing the upcoming season: this National Edition, along with 
seven regional editions. Ie is a tremendous task we take on each April

and May, butit truly is a labor of love. And some of our favorite times 
occur when we head to the Athlon Sports War Room to make our 
annual predictions. 

Armed with pages and pages of data on each team we hunker 
down and do our best to accurately forecast the upcoming football 
season. We have learned that very few college football fans are happy 
with our predictions. I'd estimate about 70 percent of you think we 
have underrated your team; maybe 10 percent of you are actually 
upset that we have overrated your team and therefore placed too 
much pressure on them. So that leaves about 20 percent of you who 
think we might have done a pretty decent job. 

Our picks are ultimately put to the test each fall when the games 
are actually played on the field — not in the magazine. Sometimes 
we are right (Florida State in 1999); sometimes we are close (Florida 
State in 2000); and sometimes we are wrong (Florida in 2001). But 
we are stuck with these picks for the course of the season; they are in 
print and there for the college football world to see. And this has 
altered the way I watch college football. I now have a rooting inter- 
est in literally every Division I-A game in the country each Saturday 
because every game plays a role in how well — or how pootly — our 
predictions come out. No game is insignificant. No game is without 
ramifications. 

Now this doesn’t mean I am rooting against your school if we have 
your team picked low; I am simply rooting for our picks. This year, 
for instance, we have Oregon ranked No. 25, which might be the 
lowest preseason projection for the Ducks you will find. So, will I be 
happy if Mike Bellotti’ club stumbles out of the gate and loses a 
game or two in September? Yes. Does it mean I have anything against 
Oregon? No. In fact, last yeat, when we picked the Ducks to win the 
Pac-10 title, we cheered every Joey Hartington comeback and cele- 
brated the school’s first league championship since 1994. 

Tes never personal. Its all about the picks. That's why my new 
favorite teams are Florida State, Texas, Miami, Oklahoma, Washing- 
ton, LSU, Colorado, Michigan and Florida. (And yes, I did leave out 
one team in our 2002 Top 10. There are some teams I simply can't 
root for.) 

We hope you enjoy our 2002 previews, both the National Edition 
and our Regional magazines that cover your favorite team on a mote 
comprehensive basis. 

If you live in an area that is outside your primary interest (for 
example, a Big Ten fan living in SEC country), you can now order 
the magazine of your choice at our Web site, www.athlonsports.com.

His yardage and touchdown totals were school 
freshman records, and he threw for over 300 yards three times, Senior 
Cory Phillips made four starts two years ago, completing 89-of-158 
for 1,093 yards and eight TDs. Redshirt freshman D.J. Shockley was 
one of the nation's most ballyhooed quarterback rectuits two years 
ago. 


5. TEXAS TECH

In 2001, Miami quarterback Ken Dorsey was first-team All-Big 
East, second-team Associated Press All-America, won the Maxwell 
Award and finished third for the Heisman Trophy. In his first three 
years, Dorsey has completed a hair under 60 percent of his passes for 
over 6,000 y and 58 touchdowns, and he is 26-1 as a starter.

10, LOUISIANA TECH 

Louisiana Tech quarterback Luke McCown was a Freshman All-

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PREDICTING HEISMAN WINNER 


CAN BE “WEB” OF CONFUSION —_

GS o the question is, Rex Grossman, can you sing? Sure, you've 
got a great arm, but if you really want to win the Heisman 
‘Trophy this year, you're going to have to hit the high notes. 

As you readers remember, the 2001 Heisman was up for grabs 
until the envelope was opened. Grossman, Joey Harrington, Ken 
Dorsey, and Eric Crouch all headed to New York with realistic shots 
at bringing home the trophy. Several other players had stellar seasons 
and probably deserved more consideration. 

So what earned Crouch the hardware? Why was Harrington over- 
looked? What should Chris Simms’ PR gurus keep in mind when 
launching his campaign this year? 

‘The answers to these questions are plastered all over the Internet. 
Just type in “Heisman Trophy candidate” on any search engine and 
you'll discover that just about every halfway decent player in Amer- 
ica has his own Heisman candidate Web site. We examined these 
sites to see what key nuggets of information made the difference last 
Fear, and to determine what this year's candidates should keep in 
mind as they campaign for the world’s most famous stiff-arming 
statuette. 


THINK “TALENT SHOW” 

Crouch's web site bio mentions that he sang in two fund-raising 
musicals. The way we see it, that’s why he carried the Midwest. So, 
Grossman, learn a few show tunes, Hits from The Music Man always 
bring down the house. And if the mundane talent of singing is good 
enough to win the prize, just think of the landslide that’s possible 
with more obscure skills. David Greene, maybe you could learn to 
swallow fire. Chris Simms, were you aware that many Heisman vor- 
ets just love mimes? True.

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DON'T BE TOO HONEST 

Some say Harrington didnt win last year's Heisman because he 
played out West and a lot of voters never got to see him on TV, Oth- 
ers say he simply didnt put up the same kind of numbers as his com- 
petition. A glance at his web site revealed the teal reason: he was just 
a little too honest on his questionnaire. When asked “What people 
don’t know about me is:” he replied, “I’m a dork.” I just don’t think 
that’s what the Heisman voters in the Northeast are looking for. So, 
Kevin Curtis, play it safe and leave words like dweeb, nerd, and out- 
cast off the ol’ questionnaire, 

Unfortunately, Harrington didn’t stop with the dork comment. 
When posed with the phrase, “My SportsCenter highlight would 
consist of”, he went with the brutally honest answer of “The awk- 
ward, un-athletic catch against Texas in the Holiday Bowl.” So, Eli 
Manning, you're probably better off skipping the vivid-but-poten- 
tially-Heisman-confiscating memory: “throwing like a rag-armed lit- 
tle girl in a horrifically unproductive first-half performance against 
Vanderbilt.”

Anowaan Randle El is a gifted athlete with incredible skills. Any- 
body who has ever seen him play could vouch for that. On his Web 
site, however, the writers got a little carried away with the imagery 
when they described the somehow-not-hyphenated one, “Randle 
EI,” they wrote, “has the unique ability to contort his body into 
almost any imaginable position.” 

Really now, does it do anybody any good — especially your Heis- 
man candidate — to get people wondering if they've stumbled upon 
some sort of carnival freak show homepage when they're reading 
about your guy? Keep that in mind Anthony Davis, “Anthony Davis 
has the world’s longest fingernails and can open a can of soda from 
17 feet away!” Might get you a guest appearance on Springer, but not 
gonna win you the Heisman, 


ASK THE RIGHT QUESTIONS 

‘Another reason Randle El wasnt even invited to New York: Here's 
a quote on his site from former Penn State (and current Green Bay 
Packer) defensive back Bhawoh Jue. “Have you ever chased a rabbit?” 
No, Bhawoh, we have never chased a rabbit. But neither have we ever 
walked slowly behind a pig, skipped alongside a baby chick, or 
crawled in front of a goat. Never done any of that and we can hon- 
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estly say it has had no impact on our Heisman voting. 

So temember that, Bruce Perry. “Have you ever fixed 
a dripping faucet?”; “Have you been cross-country ski- 
ing?”; and “How do you like your egas?” are all interest- 
ing questions, but they really shouldn't be found 
anywhere near your Heisman Web site. 


QUOTE THE AUTHORITIES 

Knute Rockne, The Gipper. Amos Alonzo Stagg, Bear 
Bryant, These are the kind of guys you want saying good 
things about your Heisman candidate, Never mind if 
theyie not actually living, If that’s a criteria at your 
school, see if guys like Joe Paterno, Bobby Bowden, 
Eddie Robinson or Beano Cook have ever said anything 
nice about your man. 

Let's critique Oregon State's Ken Simonton’s Web site. 
“Ken Simonton is a definite Heisman Trophy candi- 
date.” — Eastern Washington Head Coach Paul Wulff. 
OK fellas, Eastern Washingron has a nice program and 
Paul Walff is a heckuva guy, bue that’s not exactly the 
kind of clout our man Kenny needed last year. Keep that 
in mind, Dave Ragone. If you hear your Webmaster say- 
ing things like, “Gee, I wonder what Coach Jerry Gray- 
beal over at Weber State thinks of our Dave,” find a new 
computer geek, quick! 

‘Then there's UNLV’s Web site, which mentioned that 
quarterback Jason Thomas was called “the real deal” by 
FinancialTimes.com. FinancialTimes.com? Yeah, but 
what did Charles Schwab say? 


GO AHEAD AND BRAG JUST A LITTLE 

In some cases, a few of the 2001 candidates could 
have done themselves a favor by being just a little bie 
more boastful about their abilities. This is the Heisman 
Trophy after all, one of the most hyped awards in all of 
sports, so there’s no reason to be shy. Apparently the 
folks who helped put together Toledo running back 
Chester Taylor's Web site opted to go the understated 
route when they quoted Western Michigan coach Gary 
Darnell. “Chester is certainly one of the better backs in 
the Mid-American Conference,” said Darnell. This quote really did 
a lot of good, since as a rule guys who mong the top 
8-10 running backs in the MAC are perennial Heisman hopefuls. In 
fact, how many times have we seen a case where the second-string 
tailback at Bowling Green gets drafted in the first round? Just like 
Nebraska linemen. 

Keep that in mind 2002 Heisman wannabes. “Jeff Smoker is a 
fairly adequate signal caller in the Big Ten,” “Chance Kretschmer 
ranks among the more serviceable running backs in the WAC.” 
“Leroy Handy is better than many other wide receivers in Conference 
USA.” Persuasive comments to be sure, but ain't gonna win you the 
Heisman. 


MAKE YOUR NAME AN ADJECTIVE 

So it didn’t work last year, but we're thinking this is the key to the 
2002 Heisman decision. Last year, BYU quarterback Brandon 
Doman's Web site was littered with references to Brandon’s “Doma- 
nating” performances, Skills on the field are great and all, but mak- 
ing a word out of your name has got to be worth dozens of votes. 
‘That's why this year, our money’ on Utah State quarterback Jose 
Fuentes to win the Heisman. After all, Jose can be downright Fuen- 
tastic!

A years to win a National Championship 

in his first season, Larry Coker was 
already thinking about the historical implica- 
tions of a second straight title. It won't be easy. 
Miami sustained especially big losses on the 
offensive line and secondary and saw its back- 
field depth depleted with a spring practice 
knee injury to Frank Gore, the team top

returning rusher. The schedule includes meet- 
ings with Florida, Tennessee and Florida State. 


Miami has won 22 straight 
games, the longest active 
streak in the nation. 


Quarterback Ken Dorsey owns most of 
Miami’ passing records. But the number he 
holds most precious: 26-1 as a starter. He 
doesn't have the strongest arm or best feet, but 
his leadership and decision-making are superb. 

Gore’ availability is unknown. The only 
other tailbacks on the roster are Willis McGa- 
hee, Jarrett Payton and Quaderine Hill. With 
an impressive combination of size and speed, 
McGahee may be the most physically gifted 
runner ever at Miami, Payton has battled 
injuries and distractions. 

‘Academics nearly did what opposing defen- 
sive backs couldn't do last season — stop 
receiver Andre Johnson. Johnson was initially 
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suspended for 2002 after cheating incidents. 
But an appeal reduced the penalty, and John- 
son will play. His size, strength and speed bring 
comparisons to Michael Irvin. 

Kevin Beard is unspectacular, but steady. 
Beard and Ethenic Sands, the third-down 
receiver, take advantage of the underneath 
spaces. Jason Geathers’ physical gifts are 
matched only by Johnson's among the 
receivers. Roscoe Parrish is little 
but lightning-fast. 

Tight end Kellen Winslow II 
will share the position with David 
Williams. Williams is the better 
blocker, but the staff loves 
Winslow’ athletic ability 

Three starters will have to be 
replaced from college football's 
best offensive line. The returnees 
are center Brett Romberg, a 
tough-nosed three-year starter, 
and left guard Sherko Haji- 
Rasouli, who is bouncing back 
from knee surgery. Ed Wilkins 
replaced Haji-Rasouli after the 
injury and will likely remain in the 
starting lineup at right guard. The 
two tackles will be first-time 
starters. Vernon Carey can be 
dominating, but weight prob- 
lems have held him back. 
Carey seemed to get a handle 
on the weight issue last season. 
Carlos Joseph, the younger 
brother of defensive tackle 
William Joseph, is the line’ bese athlete but 
has virtually no experience. 

If injuries hit, Romberg could move to 
guard and Joel Rodriguez would step in at 
center. Chris Myers, who has impressed 
with his toughness, will get playing time at 
guard. Depth at tackle is a major concern, 

On the defensive front, the entire first- | 
and second-team units return, The interior | 
players are dominating run-stuffers and 
the ends are relentless against the pass. The 
best of the bunch is Joseph, a tackle who is 
unblockable one-on-one. He registered 10 
sacks and 19 tackles for a loss last season. 

Playing next to Joseph at right tackle is 
Mate Walters, undersized but smart and 
tenacious. Vince Wilfork looks like a blob | 
but is cat-quick and a star in the making. 

Miami has enough ends for three teams. 
Jerome McDougle stormed onto the scene 
last year, earning third-team All-America 
honors. Jamaal Green and Andrew 
Williams will share the job on the right.

He held 
his own, though, and has 
gotten bigger and stronger. 
‘Wes Sims moves from right tackle to left. 
Jammal Brown and Jerod Fields split time 
at right tackle last season when Sims was 
injured. Brown figures to start, but Fields 
has made impressive strides. 

The defensive line was dominant by sea- 
son’s end, and the nucleus returns, starting 
with Tommie Harris. A starter last season 
as a freshman, when he recorded 17 tack- 
les for a loss, Harris will be touted for All- 
America honors. But OU will rotate four 
starting-quality tackles. Kory Klein and 
Dusty Dvoracek are solid contributors. 
The addition of Lynn McGruder, who 
transferred from Tennessee, should make 
Harris even more effective.

alongside Calmus last season, has moved from 
the middle to the weak side, Lehman's defensive 
back-like speed should add a new dimension.

stands at 14. The Huskies play 
seven games there this season. 


If Pickett, who had surgery on his shoulder 
in January, goes down, Taylor Barton has an 
accurate arm and a knowledge of the game that 
should keep the offense potent. 

Tailback Rich Alexis needs to recover from a 
sophomore slump to give the Huskies a 
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stronger running attack. His yards per carry 
average dropped from 6.2 as a freshman to 3.1 
last year. If Alexis, a power runner, fails to 
respond, Braxron Cleman, Chris Singleton or 
freshmen Kenny James or Shelton Sampson 
could develop into the primary threat. 

Zach Tuiasosopo switched to fullback from 
outside linebacker in an effort to bolster a posi- 
tion that rarely contributed last year. 

Led by Reggie Williams, the 
Huskies boast one of the nation’s 
top receiving corps. Williams has 
the speed, hands, fakes and leap- 
ing ability to carch passes against 
any defender, as he proved in the 
Holiday Bowl against Quentin 
Jammer of Texas. 

Paul Arnold is only expected to 
get better in his second year as a 
receiver after a switch from run- 
ning back. He runs as well after 
the catch as anyone. 

The team received a blow with 
the spring suspension of Charles 
Frederick; it appears unlikely that 
helll retum. Wilbur Hooks could 
see a lot more passes. 

The Huskies continually 
produce NFL prospects at 
tight end, and Joe Toledo 
appears to be the next one. 

The offensive line is solid } 
if and deep this year. Khalif 
Barnes, Nick Newton, Elliott 
Zajac and Todd Bachert 
appear to be better at pass blocking than 
run blocking, although the latter might 
improve this season. Andre Reeves or 
Robin Meadow could earn a starting spot. 
Dan Dicks and Bachert are the top candi- 
dates at center to replace Kyle Benn, a 
three-year starter.

Inside linebacker Ben Mahdavi led the {2% 


Huskies in tackles, sacks and fumble recov- 
erties last year and should play a similar 
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role, Marquis Cooper could become a big-play 
guy with his ability to get to the ball. Joseph 
Lobendahn might be the hardest hitter on the 
team. Kai Fllis, bothered by knee injuries last 
season, could rack up the sacks at outside line- 
backer with his strength and speed. ‘Tyler 
Krambrink, Jafar Williams and Anthony Kel- 
ley bring speed as wel. “The linebacking corps 
is as good as we've ever had,” Neuheisel says. 

The secondary is definitely an area where 
the Huskies need help, even though they 
return several players. Strong safety Greg 
Carothers hits as hard as anyone. Dertick 
Johnson, who missed las season with an ankle 
injury, and Eric Shyne, ineligible last year, 
could improve the play at comerback. Return- 
ing comerbacks Roc Alexander and Chris 
Massey have plenty of speed but struggle co 
find the ball at times. Jimmy Newell is the top 
candidate at free safety. 

Fourth-year kicker John Anderson has a 
strong leg that puts him among the best in the 
nation.

The new triggerman figures to be Matt 
Mauck, a 23-year-old sophomore who spent 
three seasons in the Chicago Cubs organiza- 
tion before enrolling at LSU. Mauck 
endeared himself to LSU fans everywhere last 
December when he came off the bench to 
replace an injured Davey and played well 
enough to win MVP honors in the Tigers’ 
31-20 upset of Tennessee in the SEC Cham- 
pionship game. Tossed into the 
fire in that game, Mauck dis- 
played exquisite presence direct- 
ing traffic as well as the quickness 
to run for a couple of crucial 
touchdowns. 

Toefield spent the spring on a 
fast rehab track, and Saban feels 
he'll bounce back.

Dose-related teratogenic effects in rats and rabbits included cleft palate and/or internal 
hydrocephaly and axial skeletal defects, whereas the effects observed in the monkey were 
cranial malformations. 

There are no adequate and well-controlled studies in pregnant women. Therefore, triamci- 
nolone acetonide should be used in pregnancy only if the potential benefit justifies the 
Potential risk to the fetus. Since their introduction, experience with oral corticosteroids in 
pharmacologic as opposed to physiologic doses suggests that rodents are more prone to 
teratogenic effects from corticosteroids than humans. In addition, because there is a natu- 
ral increase in glucocorticoid production during pregnancy, most women will require a lower 
exogenous corticosteroid dose and many will not need corticosteroid treatment during 
pregnancy. 

Nonteratogenic Effects: Hypoadrenalism may occur in infants born of mothers recelving 
Corticosteroids during pregnancy. Such infants should be carefully observed. 

Nursing Mothers: It is not known whether triamcinolone acetonide is excreted in human milk. 
Because other corticosteroids are excreted in human milk, caution should be exercised when 
Nasacort AQ Nasal Spray is administered to nursing women. 

Pediatric Use: Safety and effectiveness in pediatric patients below the age of 6 years have 
‘not been established. 

Corticosteroids have been shown to cause growth suppression in children and teenagers, 
Particularly with higher doses over extended periods. If a child or teenager on any corticos- 
teroid appears to have growth suppression, the possibilty that they are particularly sensitive 
to this effect of corticosteroids should be considered, 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

In placebo-controlled, double-blind, and open-label clinical studies, 1483 adults and chil- 
dren 12 years and older received treatment with triamcinolone acetonide aqueous nasal 
‘Spray. These patients were treated for an average duration of 51 days. In the controlled tri- 
als (2-5 weeks duration) from which the following adverse reaction data are derived, 1394 
patients were treated with Nasacort AQ Nasal Spray for an average of 19 days. In a long- 
term, open-label study, 172 patients received treatment for an average duration of 286 days. 
Adverse events occurring at an incidence of 2% or greater and more common among 
Nasacort AQ-treated patients than placebo-treated patients in controlled adult clinical trials 
were:

A total of 602 children 6 to 12 years of age were studied in 3 double-blind, placebo-con- 
trolled clinical trials. Of these, 172 received 110 meg/day and 207 received 220 meg/day of 
Nasacort AQ Nasal Spray for two, six, or twelve weeks. The longest average durations of 
treatment for patients receiving 110 mog/day and 220 meg/day were 76 days and 80 days, 
respectively, Only 1% of those patients treated with Nasacort AQ were discontinued due to 
adverse experiences. No patient receiving 110 meg/day discontinued due to a serious adverse 
event and one patient receiving 220 mcg/day discontinued due to a serious event that was 
Considered not drug related. Overall, these studies found the adverse experience profile for 
Nasacort AQ to be similar to placebo. A similar adverse event profile was observed in pedi- 
atric patients 6-12 years of age as compared to older children and adults with the exception 
of epistaxis which occurred in less than 2% of the pediatric patients studied. 

Adverse events occurring at an incidence of 2% or greater and more common among adult 
patients treated with placebo than Nasacort AQ were: headache, and rhinitis. In children aged 
6 to 12 years these events included: asthma, epistaxis, headache, infection, otitis media, 
sinusitis, and vomiting. 

In clinical trials, nasal septum perforation was reported in one adult patient although rela 
tionship to Nasacort AQ Nasal Spray has not been established. 

In the event of accidental overdose, an increased potential for these adverse experiences 
‘may be expected, but acute systemic adverse experiences are unlikely. (See OVERDOSAGE.) 
OVERDOSAGE 

Like any other nasally administered corticosteroid, acute overdasing is unlikely in view of 
the total amount of active ingredient present. In the event that the entire contents of the bot- 
tle were administered all at once, via either oral or nasal application, clinically significant 
systemic adverse events would most likely not result. The patient may experience some gas-

Some concern is justified, with an untested 
quarterback, a rebuile offensive line and a 
defense looking to regain confidence after the 
disastrous finish, But the nine-win streak 
should continue. 

Quarterback Jammal Lord has taken only a 
handful of snaps over the past two seasons. 
Comparisons with Crouch are as unfair as 
they are unavoidable. Lord, who is bigger, 
lacks Crouch’s explosive speed but has shown 
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that he is capable of making plays and creat- 
ing something out of nothing. He has had to 
develop patience in the passing game, how- 
ever, an area of concern, 

Crouch’s Heisman run overshadowed 
Dahrran Diedrick’s accomplishments in his 
first season as the starting I-back, Diedrick 
led the Big 12 in rushing with 1,299 yards 
and 15 touchdowns.

A&M's defense played at a championship 
level, but the Aggies’ offense was often as dis- 
mal as the defense was dominating.

A&M since 1983. 


Farris has a quick release, but hasn't shown a 
propensity to make things happen on the run. 
‘That seems to be the direction the offense is 
heading under coordinator Dino Babers, who 
played a major role in recruiting highly touted 
true freshman Reggie McNeal. 

A year ago, running back was an area of 
concern, But that was before Derek Farmer 
burst onto the scene. Displaying tremendous 
power and outstanding speed, Farmer 
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brought back memories of former A&M star 
Rodney Thomas with his bullish style, 

There's no shortage of talent behind 
Farmer, Oschlor Flemming and the speedy 
Dwain Goynes provide quality depth at tail 
back, while senior Joe Weber, a former tail- 
back, has bulked into a solid fullback.

He has a 
tremendous understanding of the offense, and 
he is making better decisions with every game. 
He also has a firm grip on the leadership reins. 
“There's not another quarterback in the coun- 
try I would want to have leading this team,” 
says receiver Wes Welker. “We all admire how 
much he puts into the football team.” 

The Raiders finished last in the Big 12 in 
rushing offense, but Tech did show some 
slight improvements. Now, the challenge is to 
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continue that upward trend without Ricky 
Williams, who finished as the third-leading 
rusher in school history and led the Big 12 
with 92 receptions last season.

“We might not have as many stars,” UCLA

coach Bob Toledo says, “but we've learned 
that sometimes, you can have too many good 
players and not be a good team.” 

Toledo was so disappointed with the on- and 
off-field conduct of his starting quarterback last 
season that he decided to open competition for 
the job. Even though Cory Paus threw for 
2,154 yards as a sophomore, he’ regressed ever 
since. Last year, Paus suffered from a bruised 
thumb, didn't make enough mid-range passes 
and made too many headlines with a pair of 


alcohol-related traffic arrests. 
UCLA has won just two games 
in the month of November over 
the past three years. 


Tn order to regain his starting position, 
Paus will have to beat out redshirt freshman 
John Sciarra and true freshmen Matt Moore 
and Drew Olson. Although Paus is ahead of 
the field in terms of experience, Moore is 
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probably the most athletic of the lor. 

The Bruins will try to replace former Heis- 
man Trophy candidate DeShaun Foster with 
an entire committee. 

While sophomore Manuel White is bulky 
enough to pound defenses in short-yardage 
situations, redshirt freshman Tyler Ebell is 
quick enough to make big plays, especially 
on third down. Akil Harris will carry most 
of Foster's load. Harris, nick- 
named “Cadillac,” is both 
smooth and durable, running 
between the tackles and also get- 
ting around the end. He proba- 
bly won't dazzle quite like his 
predecessor, but Harris will 
enjoy plenty of help. 

After a successful but injury- 

plagued 2001 season, receiver 
Tab Perry is ready to break out as 
one of the Pac-10’s primary play- 
makers with his surprising size 
and speed. Perry's best friend, 
Craig Bragg, is a perfect comple- 
ment on the other side. Bragg is 
even faster than Perry, and 
UCLA invents all sorts of cre- 
ative ways to get him the 
ball. The Bruins can also call 
on possession receiver Ryan 
Smith. The wideouts will 
have to fight for balls with 
tight end Mike Seidman, one 
of the most reliable pass 
catchers on the team. 
UCLA will probably enjoy its best 
blocking in the past four years. With 
tackle Mike Saffer anchoring a group 
that includes guard Eyoseph Efseaff and 
tackle Bryce Bohlander, the Bruins are 
talented and experienced enough to pro- 
tect their quarterback and boost their 
tailbacks. This unit lost only center Troy 
Danoff, and UCLA will fill that spot 
with either John Ream or freshman Mike 
McCloskey. 

When UCLA was torn apart by injuries 
two years ago, the Bruins were forced to 
find a handful of backup defensive line- 
men to step in. Many of those reserves, 
underclassmen at the time, will be | 
counted on this season. Junior Rodney 
Leisle has become one of the best tackles 
in the Pac-10. The other tackle position | 
will be occupied by three qualified candi- 
dares — Sean Phillips, Steve Morgan and 
junior college standout Ryan. Boschett 
‘The Bruins are so deep up front that they 
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have a set of twins, Mat and Dave Ball, play- 
ing different defensive end positions. 

Marcus Reese has waited three years for his 
turn to start at middle linebacker. Reese has 
tremendous speed, but he must get more 
physical and become the dominant tackler on 
defense. Strong-side "backer Brandon Chillar 
solidified his spot at the end of last season, 
when he showed that he can cover running 
backs and also apply pressure in the backfield. 
Audie Attar is the front-runner for the third 
linebacker spot. 

The UCLA secondary is composed of two 
exclamation points and two question marks. 
Cornerbacks Matt Ware and Ricky Man- 
ning, Jr. are arguably the two best players on 
the team and among the best in the confer- 
ence. Ware had the most interceptions of any 
freshman in UCLA history last year and 
Manning is a two-time All-Pac-10 selection. 
Ware got a look at free safety during spring 
practice and will stay there for the 2002 sea- 
son if another cornerback emerges. Sopho- 
more Ben Emanuel will start at strong safety. 

Nate Fikse and Chris Griffith, paired 
together for the third year in a row, comprise 
the best kicking tandem in the Pac-10.

For the last three seasons, Illinois has split 
the running back position between the nim-

ble Rocky Harvey and the burly Antoineo 
Haris. This season, with Harvey gone, Har- 
ris will try his hand as the primary back. The 
powerful 221-pound runner led the team in 
rushing last year with 626 yards despite miss- 
ing two games with a broken hand. He con- 
tributed six touchdowns, including three in 
the season opener against California. 

A very talented, experienced group of 
rs returns for the Illini, 
including starters Brandon Lloyd 
and Walter Young and top 
reserves Greg Lewis and Aaron 
Moorehead. 

In 2001, Lloyd led the group 
with 1,006 yards receiving, mak- 
ing him only the third Illinois 
receiver to top the 1,000-yard 
mark in a single season. 

Actight end the Illini will have 
to replace four-year letterwinner 
and two-year starter Brian 
Hodges. Looking to jump into 
that role will be sophomore 
Anthony McClellan and junior 
Kenny Boyle, 

Tony Pashos, the returning 
tight tackle, was a first-team 
all-conference pick last sea- 
son and will anchor the 
offensive line. He has started 
35 consecutive games and 
could become the all-time 

art leader with 11 this sea- 
son. The other two returning 
starters are left tackle Sean Bubin and 
sophomore right guard Patrick Babcock. 

Looking to fill the spaces left by the 
departure of All-Big Ten performers Luke 
Butkus and Jay Kulaga will be sophomore 
Duke Preston and senior James Brown at 
center, and senior Dave Diehl at left 
guard. 

Senior tackle Brett Kautter and sunior 1 D 
end Mike O'Brien are the two starters 
returning along the defensive line. The 
two starters being replaced, Brandon 
Moore and Terrell Ws ashington, com- 
bined for 91 tackles, nine cals and 18 | ¢ 
quarterback hurries. Derrick Strong and 
Jemari Perry will be competing for the | 
open end position, while Jeff Ruffin and 
Jamie Hanton are battling to start at 
tackle. 

The linebacking crew remains intact 
with starters Jerry Schumacher, Ty Myers 
and Joe Bevis returning. Schumacher, a 
starter the past two years, is the seasoned 
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veteran of the group. He moved from the 
outside to middle linebacker last season and 
led the team in tackles with 115 and earned 
second-team All-Big Ten honors. Myers 
secured the Illini’s win at Ohio State with two 
interceptions in the final five minutes. Bevis, 
the final returning starter, recorded 69 tackles 
in 2001. 

Illinois heads into 2002 with one of the 
strongest cornerback units in the country. 
During the 2001 season, All-American 
Eugene Wilson led the nation with 30 passes 
broken up and fellow starter Christian Mor- 
ton had the nation’s second-highest total 
with 26, 

Ac safety, the outlook is not as promising 
due to the loss of seniors Bobby Jackson and 
Muhammad Abdullah. Juniors Jamaal Clark 
and Marc Jackson — Bobby's younger 
brother — and sophomores Kevin Anderson 
and Taman Jordan will be in the mix during 
preseason camp for the two safety spots. 

Junior Peter Christofilakos, one of three 
placekickers used by Illinois last year, is the 
favorite to land the job this year. He hit 12- 
of-13 field goals from inside ‘40 yards and all 
25 extra point attempts.

With eight defensive starters returning, a 
hose of promising offensive threats and a not- 
too-taxing schedule that includes seven home 
games, Erickson should find himself returning 
to familiar territory this December. 


Tailback Steven Jackson 

averaged 5.3 yards per 

carry as a true freshman 
backup and had his best games 
against UCLA, USC and Washington. 


Whoever starts at quarterback will be big- 
ger and more athletic than predecessor 
Jonathan Smith. The key will be how quickly 
either Derek Anderson or Shayne House 
learns the system, which was Smith's forte. 

Anderson has a great arm, and his stature 
(6'6", 234) gives him a good view of the field, 
but as expected he sometimes seemed. over- 

matched in brief appearances as a true fresh 


man. House is also tall (6'5", 227) with excel- 
lent speed and athleticism and has been in the 
system for three years, but he’s been slowed by 
an injured shoulder the past wo falls and has 
yet to prove he can stay healthy. 

The Beavers believe Steven Jackson can be 
one of the greatest backs in school history. He 
must show he can carry the load in Erickson’s 
one-back attack, because his backups are green. 
Jackson has size (6'1", 226) and 
breakaway speed. He also returns 
kickoffs and had five runs or 
returns of 28 yards or more. 

Five players with 16 or more 

receptions are back, led by phys- 
ical, speedy slotback James New- 
son. He went from troubled 
freshman to star sophomore with 
a breakout season (57 catches, 
968 yards) that established him 
as one of the Pac-10's premier 
receivers. Slotback Cole Clasen 
was solid after cracking the lineup 
midway though the year; he 
caught almost everything thrown 
his way. Split ends Shawn Kint- 
ner, George Gillett and Josh 
Hawkins have been inconsis- 
tent; Hawkins is the fastest. 
Erickson likes his two-tight 
end set, so improvement is 
paramount from Tim Euhus, 
a better receiver than blocker, 
and Jermaine Jackson, a better 
blocker than receiver. 
After struggling early in their first year 
as starters, left tackle Lee Davis, left guard 
Mike Kuykendall and right guard Kanan 
Sanchez were solid by November and the 
offense showed a corresponding increase 
in productivity. They should be better the 
second time around. Major question 
marks include how center Matt Brock and 
whoever plays right tackle step in and 
replace Chris Gibson and Vincent San- 
doval, the Beavers’ best linemen in 2001. 

The defensive line could be the 
Beavers’ strongest area, anchored inside 
by Eric Manning and Dwan Edwards. 
Both can stop the run and are also fast 
enough to chase the quarterback. Ends 
Noah Happe (6'5", 237) and Dan Roth- 
well (6'7", 259) are quick bur not espe- 
cially big and sometimes get outmuscled. 

Defensive line coach Michael Gray sub- 
stitutes liberally so backups Bill Swancutt 

(left end), Alvin Steen (left end), James 
Lee (right tackle) and Jayson Jean-Baptiste 


Peter Brouilet 
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(right end) figure prominently as well. 

Linebackers Richard Seigler and Nick Bar- 
nett earned postseason Pac-10 honors. They 
are big hitcers who can quickly fill a gap with 
authority and drop into coverage. Either Erik 
Tuma, Seth Lacey or Jason Lowe must fill the 
void created by the departure of three-year 
starter James Allen. 

Dennis Weathersby might be the Pac-10's 
best cornerback. Counterpart Terrell Roberts 
had a good first year as a starter after recover- 
ing from an early hand injury. They can cover 
‘one-on-one, freeing up the safeties for run 
support. Free safety Mitch Meeuwsen had 
seven takeaways, and junior college transfers 
Brandon Catenese and Lawrence Turner are 
expected to make immediate contributions. 

A late-season stump by 2001 all-league 
placekicker Ryan Cesca opened the door for 
backup Kirk Yliniemi, giving the Beavers two 
experienced kickers. Punter Carl Tobey was 
adequate as a first-year starter but needs to 
develop more hang time to offset his unspec- 
tacular 39.2-yard average. 

Jackson returned some kickoffs and had an 
89-yard TD against Northern Arizona. An 
upgrade is necessary on punt returns.

‘The Rams were decimated by injuries, had 
major problems at quarterback and played 
the most porous defense since Lubick arrived 
in Fore Collins in 1993. Still, they still man- 
aged to finish second in the Mountain West 
Conference and beat North Texas in the inau- 
gural New Orleans Bowl.

‘As he looks ahead to 2002, a sly smile 
stretches across Lubick’s face. The Rams 
should be vastly improved — particularly on 
offense. “Last year, it seemed like every game 
was 17-14,” he says. “I know one thing about 
this team: The difference on offense this sea- 
son will be like night and day.” 


Bradlee Van Pelt became 

the first CSU quarterback to 

y rush for 100 yards in a game 
since 1989 and just the third Ram 

QB to accomplish the feat since 


1978. He topped the 100-yard mark 
twice in 2001. 


The Rams’ problems in 2001 can be 
directly traced to uncertainty at quarterback. 
DJ. Busch and Bradlee Van Pelt opened the 
season sharing time, and that experiment 
yielded a rather ugly 2~2 start, After Van Pele, 
agifted runner with shaky passing skills (48.5 
completion percentage, 10 interceptions), 


became the full-time starter, the Rams went 
5-3. Busch transferred, leaving the job to Van 
Pelt, who made significant strides in the 
spring. CSU has even altered its offense to 
suit Van Pelt’s running skills, adding the 
option and shotgun to an attack that used to 
be pure pro-style, drop-back passing. 

Should Van Pelt falter, redshirt freshman 
Justin Holland, a former Parade All-American, 
is waiting to show off his considerable skills. 

CSU’ season fell apart last fall 
when bruising running back 
Cecil Sapp was lost for the season 
after a benign tumor had to be 
surgically removed from his heel. 
Sapp is back, however, and ready 
to pick up where he left off in 
2000 when he was All-MWC 
and the Liberty Bowl MVP. 
Backing up Sapp in the Rams 
one-back set is Henri Childs, 
who gained 841 yards last yeat. 

The wideouts will be young 
but talented. Steady senior Joey 
Cuppari is the leader, with 
juniors Chris Pittman and Eric 
Hill providing speed on the out- 
side. The Rams will get some 
help from Childs, who will 
see time in the backfield and 
at receiver. 

CSU has an emerging star 
in tight end/H-back Joel 
Dreessen, who tied for sec- 
ond on the team with 22 | ¢ 
catches last fall. 

You would think that after losing three 
starters, offensive line coach John Benton 
would be worried. Think again. “For the 
first time, we have quality depth and com- 
petition at every position,” Benton says. 

The holdovers are guard Morgan Pears 
and center Mark Dreyer, but Erik Pears 
(Morgan's brother) and Aaron Green 
started cight games between them. Red- 
shirt freshmen Albert Bimper and Mike 
Brisiel are rising stars. 

The defensive line could be CSU's 
make-or-break position in 2002. Injuries 
and inexperience led to a dramatic drop- 
off in production up front last season as | 
opposing offenses rambled for 427.5 yards | 
per game, the most in the Lubick era. 

Patrick Goodpaster returns at tackle 
from a horrific accident that nearly sev- 
ered his arm in November. Bryan Save 
and Jonathan Simon both show promise. 
The ends should be solid, with two-year

If Lubick is losing sleep at night, its not 
over his linebackers. This is the strongest area 
on the team, with all three junior starters and 
several key backups returning. All-MWC 
outside linebacker Eric Pauly returns after 
leading the league with 115 tackles, while 
Drew Wood had 96 in the middle. Adam 
Wade, a two-year starter, is backing up Pauly 
to make room for Andre Sommersell, a for- 
mer defensive end. 

The secondary is a big area of concern — 
and also where the most changes have been 
made, The Rams lost their top three safeties 
and return no one with significant experience, 
so fullback Rahsaan Sanders and middle line- 
backer David Vickers have switched positions. 

While there are plenty of concerns at safety, 
there are none at cornerback. Dexter Wynn, 
pethaps the team’s best athlete, returns as a 
starter; senior Rhett Nelson was a part-time 
starter in 2001. 

The Rams feature one of the nation’s top 
punters in senior Joey Huber, CSU needs a new 
kicker but has a pair of talented youngsters in 
Jeff Babcock and Kevin Mark vying for the job.

Roberson, who spent the spring recovering 
from surgery to his right big toe, is expected 
to bring the same elusive moves that made 


him so effective — at times — a year ago. 

Dunn, who started two games but played 
substantial roles in others, hurts opponents 
mostly with his arm and has an equally good 
shot as emerging as the starter.

LoVecchio's remarkable freshman season in 
2000 — he won his first seven starts — cul- 
minated with a Fiesta Bow! bid, and his style 
would seem to be better suited to the new 
scheme. Holiday, whose game-breaking 
potential as a runner made him a starter last 
season, has accepted the challenge of adapting 
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to the new approach. Holiday's cotal of 666 
rushing yards last season was the third-most 
productive of any Irish quarterback, but his 
improvement in the passing game will deter- 
mine his future. 

This season will define the college career of 
tailback Julius Jones. He possesses the speed 
the Trish desperately need to reach an elite 
level, and he made an impact from the begin-

Cc lemson has what it takes to improve 
on a 7-5 season that ended with a 
Humanitarian Bowl victory over 
Louisiana Tech. Of the 44 players on that 
game's wo-deep roster, 34 are back. 

For Clemson to reach the realistic goal of 
finishing second in the ACC behind Florida 
State, the Tigers must get production from a 
post-Woodrow Dantzler quarterback, either

Willie Simmons or Charlie Whitehurst, and 
consistency from a defense led by new coordi- 
nator John Lovett. 


Four freshmen scored touch- 
downs in Clemson's 49-24 
Humanitarian Bowl win over 
Louisiana Tech: wideouts Roscoe 
Crosby, Airese Currie and Derrick Hamil- 
ton and tight end Ben Hall. 


Dantzler became the first Division I quar- 
terback to pass for 2,000 yards and rush for 
1,000 yards in the same season, Simmons has 
been groomed as the heir apparent. He does- 
nit run as well as Dantzler but actually fits bet- 
ter into the quick-trigger, spread offense 
Bowden brought fiom Tulane. “Willie has 
had three years in our system,” Bowden says. 
“IF you had to draw up a scenario for replac- 
ing your starting quarterback, this is it.” 
Whitehurst, a redshirt freshman, really 
came on in spring practice and should see 
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playing time. He’ a resourceful drop-back 
type with a strong arm and nice touch. 

Bowden wants a workhorse to emerge in 
the backfield. Bernard Rambert is the leading 
candidate following his superb effort in the 
Humanitarian Bowl (101 yards rushing, 77 
yards receiving). He has improved his pass- 
catching skills to go with inside toughness 
and an outside burst but hasn't proven him- 
self over a long stretch. With the 
departed Travis Zachery getting 
most of the carries in 2001, Keith 
Kelly was redshirted. He averaged 
5.0 yards per carry (243 total 
yards) as a freshman in 2000, 

Few teams have as much pass- 
catching talent or as many big- 
play threats. The core is a 
sophomore class featuring Derrick 
Hamilton, Roscoe Crosby and 
Airese Currie. Kevin Youngblood 
was projected as the go-to guy a 
year ago but broke his leg in 
‘August and missed the season. At 
6'5", he’ an inviting goal-line and 
possession target. J.J. McKelvey is 
a physical, 6'4" deep threat, Jackie 
Robinson has made 16 starts 
over the last nwo seasons but 
has had trouble staying 
healthy. 

Clemson loses four starters 
on the offensive line but there 
are plenty of talented — but 
untested — youngsters ready | | 
to take on pivotal roles. 

Left tackle Gary Byrd, a prototype 
blind side pass protector, is the returning | 
starter, Right tackle Derrick Brantley got 
five starts, and his physical, run-blocking 
skills earned him more playing time down 
the stretch. Center Cedric Johnson is a 
load who was switched from guard before 
spring practice. The guards are particu- 
larly inexperienced. 

Foes had more sacks than Clemson in 
six games in 2001, a thorn for a program 
that prides itself on pocket pressure. 
Lovert’s four-man front has two-deep 
rotation depth, and there were encourag- 
ing signs late last season and in spring. 
Right end Bryant McNeal (eight sacks) 
has a quick burst and is a formidable out- 
side rusher. Right tackle Nick Eason is 
solid but will be pushed by Todd McClin- 
ton, new to defense after struggling as a 
top tight end prospect. Left tackle Don- 
nell Washington, pethaps the top NEL

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prospect on the line, is a wide-body run- 
stuffer who really came on as pass rusher as a 
redshirt freshman. Khaleed Vaughn and 
Maurice Fountain will share the left end spot. 

Outside linebacker John Leake personifies 
the new Clemson linebacker profile: a little 
smaller, a lot quicker, Middle linebacker Rod- 
ney Thomas gets co the ballcarrier in a hurry 
and is a ferocious tackler. Outside linebacker 
Eric Sampson is strong enough to take on 
blockers while making plays and as a freshman 
reminded yeteran Clemson fans of former 
Tiger Levon Kirkland. 

The secondary was picked apart at times 
last year, both individually and as a group. 
Three starters return: cornerbacks Brian 
Mance and Kevin Johnson and free safety 
Eric Meekins, who moves from strong safety. 
The coaches hope former linebacker Altroy 
Bodrick, who sat out last season with a torn 
ACL, can provide a lift at strong safety. 

Aaron Hunt made 10-of-12 field goals and 
44-of-45 extra points. Bowden will accept the 
consistency over the lack of range. Punter 
Wynn Kopp, a transfer from Georgia, hopes to 
bounce back from a disappointing first season 
at Clemson.

Tuberville began the process of puting 
things back together by bringing in a new 
offensive coordinator (Bobby Petrino) and 
defensive coordinator (Gene Chizik). 

‘The goal was finding a quarterback by the 
time spring practice concluded. Let’s go to 
incoming offensive coordinator, Bobby 
Petrino to find out the winner. “Someone will 
have to take that first snap when we get here 
in August,” Petrino says, “and I'm not sure 
who that will be right now.” 


The Auburn offense was an 
anemic ninth in the SEC in 
passing a year ago. 


He does know that the top two candidates 
are sixth-year senior Daniel Cobb and sopho- 
more Jason Campbell. Cobb was the spring 
game Offensive MVP, but neither had made 
the necessary strides to take a commanding 
lead during the previous 14 spring sessions. 

Campbell is more athletic and has a 
stronger arm, but Cobb plays with more 
maturity. It’s also possible that true freshmen 
Wesley Hill and Brandon Cox 
could figure in the mix. 

The Tigers’ offense will be 
fueled by tailback Carnell “Cadil- 
lac” Williams, who is completely 
healed from the broken clavicle 
suffered early in the Iron Bowl 
loss to Alabama. Tuberville 
believes Williams can be one of 
the nation’s elite tailbacks. 

Fullback Brandon Johnson is a 
devastating lead blocker and 
capable runner. He is being 
pushed by Michael Owens. 

The Tigers are stocked at tight 
end with Robert Johnson, 
Lorenzo Diamond and Cooper 
Wallace. Johnson has NFL size 
(6'6", 270 pounds) and 
plenty of speed, and Dia- 
mond has excellent hands, 

Auburn isn’t as fortunate 
at wide receiver. In fact, 
Tuberville has publicly stated } 
that his team will need 
immediate help from a 
bumper crop of freshmen that includes 
Ben Obomanu and Devin Aromashodu. 
But even if those guys step in quickly, the 
Tigers also need production from Marcel 
Willis, Silas Daniels and Joe Walkins. 

With an offense that will rely on the 
running game, an inexperienced line is a 
concern. Ben Nowland, a 6'3", 298- 
pound center, started 22 games in his first | 
three seasons, At the most, his starting 
mates on the offensive line will have a 
combined 12 collegiate starts. Monreko 
Crittenden, who started 10 games last 
season at tackle, was moved to guard dur- 
ing spring practice, but now it looks like 
he will share the strong-side tackle spot 
with Ryan Broome. 

End Reggie Torbor and tackle 
DeMarco McNeil will have to provide 
the experience for what appears to be a 
talented defensive line. Torbor provides 
speed and strength on the outside, while 
MeNéeil is a force inside. Wayne Dickens,

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a redshirt freshman, stepped forward in the 
spring, and Spencer Johnson will also help at 
defensive tackle. Sophomore Jay Ratliff is 
another speedy defensive end. 

How good are the Tigers at linebacker? So 
good that Chizik might wane to devise a 
defense that allows as many as five linebackers 
on the field, The starters — Mark Brown in 
the middle and Karlos Dansby and Dontar- 
tious Thomas on the outside — are very good 
and very fast. The trio combined for 236 
tackles, and Dansby added five interceptions. 
The coaches will also make sure Lemarcus 
Rowell gets plenty of time. 

Rashaud Walker is a physical playmaker at 
strong safety. Free safety should be manned 
by Travaris Robinson, Stanford Simmons and 
Donnay Young. All three are experienced 
players. The cornerbacks will be Roderick 
Hood and Carlos Rogers. Hood had three 
interceptions last season. 

Damon Duval was a finalist for the Lou 
Groza Award last year and is a preseason All- 
‘America selection this year, He averaged 44.0 
yards per punt and had a magical three-game 
stretch of game-winning field goals against

Dontae Walker, who has yet to crack the 1,000- 
yard mark in a season for the Bulldogs. Walker's

be amassing that kind of total in a single season. 
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He had the best spring practice session of his 
career and will be the featured back. 

His backups include speedster Fred Reid 
and freshman Parade All-Americans Jerious 
Norwood and Nick Turner. Both have a fifth 
gear and will be counted on for contribu- 
tions. Fullback Justin Griffith returns from a 
neck injury, and backup Darnell Jones will 
also play a vital role in the backfield.

With 15 starters returning, including tal- 
ented junior quarterback Luke McCown, 
don't expect the Bulldogs to sneak up on any- 
body in the WAC this year. 


Junior Luke McCown has 
already thrown 49 touchdown 
passes in his two years at 


Louisiana Tech. 


With David Carr having departed Fresno 
State for the NFL, the Bulldogs now possess 
the conference’ top quarterback in McCown, 
a second-team All-WAC pick in 2001. 
Although only a junior, McCown has already 
totaled a dozen games in which he has 
thrown for over 300 yards. He threw for 
3,337 yards and 28 touchdowns in 2001. 
“He's a fantastic player,” Bicknell says. “He's 
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a good athlete with a great arm. He’ gor a lot 
of leadership ability. But he still has room for 
improvement. If he does continue to improve, 
he could be one of the top quarterbacks in the 
country.” 

Opposing defenses won't be able to focus 
simply on stopping McCown and the Bull- 
dogs’ explosive passing attack. That's because 
senior Joe Smith, a second-team All-WAC 
pick who rushed for 874 yards 
on 172 carries and scored seven 
touchdowns, returns. 

Bicknell is also expecting 
immediate contributions from 
Ralph Davis, a junior college 
transfer who rushed for 1,334 
yards on 212 carties at Jones 
(Miss.) Community College. 

Bicknell will have to rely on 
some key veterans to step in for 
departed receivers John Simon 
and Delwyn Daigre. D.J. Curry 
is an all-conference candidate 
after catching 52 passes for 756 
yards and eight touchdowns. 
And Ahmad’ Harris, Erick 
Franklin and Corey Berlin all 
have starting experience, 

Just how strong the receiv- 
ing corps becomes, however, 
will depend on the develop- 
ment of sophomores 
‘Tramissian Davis and Danny | 
2 Wilson and a pair of highly 

regarded freshmen, Freddie 
King and Alton Bryant. 

The Bulldogs lose three of their top six 
offensive linemen from a year ago, but 
Bicknell believes a strong influx of junior 
college transfers will make this a deeper 
position than in recent years. “We have a 
Jot more numbers there than in the past,” 
Bicknell says. “And that’s good. It seems 
like ever since I've been here we've always 
been praying that nobody would get hurt.” 

Tackles Damian Lavergne and Michael 
Gilmore headline the returnees. Center 
Shawn Mutf¥ is also back. 

Bicknell and new co-defensive coordi- 
nator Rick Smith will switch to a four- | 
man front this season despite the fact the 
Bulldogs lose two key starters. 

Brandon Avance returns at one end 
and will be joined by Carlin Thomas, 
who moves back to the line after playing | 
linebacker last year.

Kyle Orton established himself as Purdue's 
No. 1 man behind center after starting the 
final three games of the 2001 season as a true 
freshman. Orton continued getting a better 
grasp of the system during spring practice. In 
addition to his size and composure, coaches 
love Orton's arm strength and velocity, 


Purdue has won 83.3 per- 
cent of its games in Ross- 
Ade Stadium under Joe Tiller. 


Purdue's inability to run the football effec- 
tively, particularly in short-yardage situations, 
was a major factor in the late-season slide. 

Montrell Lowe, who has rushed for nearly 
2,500 yards and 15 TDs in his career, returns 
for his final season after struggling as a junior. 
Purdue will turn to Joey Hartis when it wants 
more speed out of the backfield. Redshirt 
freshman Jerod Void, a state champion hurdler 
in high school, has been moved ftom receiver 


to running back. At 6'2", Void gives the Boil- 
ermakers better size and aggressiveness. 

Considering how unhappy Tiller was with 
the receivers in 2001, it should be an interest- 
ing fall camp. Although every starter returns, 
no one has locked up a starting spot. 

In just his first season, Taylor Stubblefield 
led Purdue in receiving and will likely be one 
of the team’s top threats, Also seeing consid- 
erable playing time will be John 
Standeford. At just 191 pounds, 
he has trouble against bigger 
defensive backs, but he has soft 
hands. Seth Morales and Kevin 
Noel will also figure into the 
mix. Junior college transfer 
Anthony Chambers lived up to 
his advanced billing during the 
spring.

Although tight end Tim Strat- 
ton, the school’s all-time leading 
receiver (204 catches), is gone, 
Mike Rhinehart and Charles 
Davis are expected to con- 
tinue making that position a 
viable weapon, 

With four starters back, the 
offensive line is expected to be 
much improved this fall, 
Kelly Kitchel, who started the 
last five games a year ago, is 
expected to take over at left guard. Center 
Gene Mruczkowski is the leader up front. 
He has a team-high 36 career starts. Kelly 
Buder will start at right tackle; Rob Turner, 
who broke his left leg in the eighth game 
last season, is the starting right guard; and 
Pete Lougheed will start at left tackle. The 
average size of those five starters is just 
under 300 pounds. 

All-Big Ten defensive end Akin Ayodele 
and tackle Matt Mitrione will be missed. 
Kevin Nesfield, a converted linebacker, will 
fill the void left by Ayodele, while Brandon 
Johnson takes over for Mitrione, 

Returning starters Shaun Phillips, at 
end, and Craig Terrill, at tackle, should 
continue to blossom. Phillips possesses all 
the tools to be Purdue’ next great sack 
artist. There might not bea harder worker 
on the team than Terrill, who was held 
out of spring contact after knee surgery. 

Purdue's linebacking corps returns intact 
and should be among the nation’s elite.

short on results in recent years. The 
10-time MAC champions had slumped in 
the late 1990s before bottoming out in 2000 
with a 2-9 record — the school’ worst season 
since 1953. 
In one short year, however, Meyer has the 
Falcons back among the MAC elite, Bowling

Green won eight games in Meyer's first sea- 
son, became the first MAC team to post vic- 
tories over three BCS conference members 
(Missouri, Temple and Northwestern) in the 
same season and doubled its home atten- 
dance from 8,464 per game in 2000 to 
17,812 in 2001. Meyer was the consensus 
MAC Coach of the Year and is now regarded 
one of the top young coaches in the country. 


The Falcons’ six-win improve- 

ment in 2001 marked the 

biggest improvement in Division I-A. 
BGSU went 2-9 in '00 and 8-3 in '01. 


Bowling Green boasts two quality quarter- 
backs and Meyer intends to play both Andy 
Sahm and Josh Harris. Sahm has more expe- 
rience (31 games, 24 starts, 3,904 yards and 
26 TDs) but Harris will be difficult to keep 
off the field if his play at the end of the 2001 
season catries over to the fall. The junior

threw for a combined 670 yards in the Fal- 
cons’ final two games, wins at Northwestern 
and over rival Toledo. 

Meyer was not pleased with Bowling 
Green's running-back production in 2001. 
“I'm not satisfied with our play in this area 
and our results were not acceptable here,” he 
says. “We need a 1,200-yard rusher.” 

Joe Alls, Godfrey Lewis and Todd DiBacco 
are top backs heading into pre- 
season camp. Alls (577 yards, 
three TDs) is the only one to 
average over 3.5 yards per carry. 

Meyer has thirteen years as a 
receivers coach, so developing 
quality wideouts is his forte. 
Robert Redd is a big-time player 
who set a school record in 2001 
with 72 catches for 884 yards, 
the fifth-best single-season total 
in school history. Sophomore 
Cole Magner also returns after 
being used as a quarterback, run- 
ning back and receiver in 2001. 
James Hawkins could emerge 
during his sophomore season 
after catching just eight passes 
last fall, D’Monn Baker and 
Craig Jarrett are the top tight 
ends. 

The offensive line started 
outas a concern but it turned 
into one of the team’s 
strengths by the end of the 
season. BGSU returns four 
starters from a unit that reduced its sack 
total from 51 in 2000 to 23 last fall. Jon 
Mazur, Greg Kupke, Dennis Wendel and 
Scott Mruczkowski return to the 
trenches, while Rob Warren, Ryan Lucas, 
Jesus Yanez, James Williams and Vardan 
Mkhitarian provide quality depth. 

Alex Glantzis is the lone returning 
starter from what was one of the MAC's 
top defensive lines last season, Noseguard 
D,J. Owchar should break into the start- 
ing lineup after playing in every game as 
a junior. Andy Grubb, Mike Thaler, 
Jamal Bryant and Robert Haley are young 
tackles who will need to step up and con- 
tribute this year. The defensive ends have 
some game experience, but are new to the 
demands of playing at length. 

“The defensive line is our number one 
concern,” says Meyer. “There is talent, 
but it is unproven.”

ake Forest football finds itself in an 
W odd place. The Deacons, tradition- 

ally everybody’ favorite homecom- 
ing opponent, enter the second year of the Jim 
Grobe era facing increased expectations, 

“Ie good to have expectations,” says Grobe, 
who guided the Deacons to a 6-5 record last 
season after arriving from Ohio University. 
“The kids feel they can go on campus and hold

their heads up. Bur there’ danger in thar, too. 
If youre not careful, the tendency is to feel 
you've arrived. But we are definitely a work in 
progress.” 


Wake Forest won four road 
games in '01 for just the 
second time since 1951. 


Senior quarterback James MacPherson went 
into last season coming off major knee surgery 
and with an uncertain grip on the position. 
This year, MacPherson is healthier and more 
comfortable running Grobe’ versatile offense. 

MacPherson was under center when Wake 
won at Virginia for the first time in 17 years, 
and he was there again the next week, engi- 
neering a staggering comeback against North 
Carolina. Any lingering effects from an ankle 
injury that slowed him at midseason gradually 
disappeared. “He became more dependable in 
the second half of the season,” Grobe says. “He 


seems to have picked up a step since last sea- 
son. We're more comfortable running more 
option with him. He has a lite different feel 
to him. You sense he’s more confident.” 

The Deacons led the ACC in rushing last 
year (221.6 yards per game) and they return 
their top three tailbacks. The best is senior 
Tarence Williams. Voted the team’s MVP last 
year by his teammates, Williams quietly 
became one of the ACC's most 
productive backs, running for 
1,018 yards and 10 touchdowns. 

The Deacs, however, are far 
from a one-man backfield. Fred 
Staton (583 yards and seven TDs 
in “01) and Nick Burney (139 
yards) will get plenty of opportu- 
nities to run the ball. Grobe also 
wants to involve senior fullback 
Ovie Mughelli more often. 

‘The graduation of John Stone, 
a fixture at wide receiver, clears a 
path for a potential new star. The 
most likely player to fit that role is 
Jason Anderson. But if Grobe gets 
his wish of throwing 25 to 30 
passes per game, the Deacons will 
need to spread the ball to sev- 
eral receivers. Senior Fabian 
Davis has good speed and has 
shown flashes of brilliance.

Tharpe could also make

‘As talented as Powell is, Teyo Johnson, the 
Pac-10 2001 co-Freshman of the Year, will 
draw most of the attention due to his tremen- 
dous height and leaping ability. “He needs to be 
more meticulous in running his routes, but he 
seems to be very excited to learn,” Teevens says. 

Powell and Johnson are the marquee play- 
ers, but Lewis will have plenty of targets as 
Stanford returns players who made 168 of the 
team’s 176 receptions last season. 

The middle of the offensive line took a hit 
with the graduation of All-Pac-10 guard Eric 
Heitmann and center Zack Quaccia, but 
returning tackle Kwame Harris and guard 
Greg Schindler were both All-Pac-10 second- 
teamers. Tackle Kirk Chambers was honorable 
mention all-league, so the line should be solid. 

The kicking game will be another cause for 
concern. Eric Johnson averaged just 38.1 
yards per punt last season. Freshman Michael 
Sgroi, who has been impressive in practice, 
inherits the kicking job.

and 16 touchdowns. “He came in with such 
an air of confidence, you don't really notice a 
whole lot of difference (in the spring),” 
Minter says. “We do want his confidence to 


grow and there is room for it to grow.” 


DeMarco McCleskey will be the featured 
runner in Cincinnati's one-back attack, 
though Minter says he likes to use a lot of 
players at the position. While that may be 
true, McCleskey enters the season as. the 
team's most established and experienced run- 
ner and has led the team in rushing two of the 
past four years. 

Minter said he has “a host of guys” who will 

= attempt to share the position 
with McCleskey, including Tedric 
Harwell, David Harris and 
Richard Hall, the 1998 Ohio 
high school Player of the Year. 

Not many teams in the nation 
can start three seniors at wide 
receiver, but that is exactly the 
position the Bearcats find them- 
selves in.

OSU has had just one winning 

season since 1988 and hasn't 

won a bowl game since beating 
Wyoming in the "88 Holiday Bowl. 


Miles has vowed to upgrade the running 
game, which failed to average 100 yards per 
game, The coaches challenged tailback Tatum 
Bell, one of the nation’ top recruits two years 
ago, and liked his response in the off-season. 
Bell worked in the weight room and added 10 
pounds, pushing him to 200. Already a break- 
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away threat, Bell needs to run tougher between 
the tackles, Unlike a year ago, Bell will be 
pushed, with Seymore Shaw and Greg Jones 
bidding for playing time. Mike Denard and 
‘Tim Burrough are athletic fullbacks. 

Rashaun Woods, who caught the game- 
winning toss against Oklahoma, is a legiti- 
mate All-America candidate at receiver. 

Woods led the Big 12 with 1,023 receiving 
yards and broke Hart Lee Dykes’ 
school record with 80 receptions. 
He also had 10 touchdown grabs. 
To prevent defensive coordinators 
from concentrating to heavily on 
Woods, TD. Bryant and John 
Lewis offer big-play potential and 
double-team protection at the 
other wideouts, Gabe Lindsay, 
who missed all last season after 
back surgery, also returns. 

The Cowboys are hoping Billy 
Bajema and Mark Milosevich 
progress at tight end. 

Three seniors who combined 
for more than 60 career starts are 
gone, leaving a hole in the mid- 
dle of the offensive line. Junior 
college All-American Sam 
Hall eased fears with a strong 
spring and should be an 
improvement at center. But 
no one has emerged at either 
guard spot, leading to the 
biggest concern of fall drills. 

The tackles are solid. 
Senior Jason Russell, the team’s most con- 
sistent lineman, is back to anchor the 
right side. Three-year starter Kyle Eaton 
returns opposite Russell. Sam Mayes, 
forced into action due to injuries a year 
ago, has a great upside and could be | 
shifted to guard. 

By the end of last season, OSU's defen- | 
sive front four was one of the team’s 
strengths. With all four starters returning, 
and the addition of Lance Carson, one of 
the top junior college recruits in the coun- 
try, the unit could be downright domi- 
nant. Tackles Kevin Williams and 
LaWaylon Brown plug the inside.

Kirk Farmer has described his career at Mis- 
souri as a “roller coaster of emotions” thanks to 
injuries. He missed the last five games in 1999 
because of a broken leg, the last seven games in 
2000 because of a broken collarbone and suf 
fered a torn MCL early last season, He only 
missed one game in ’01, though, because of a 
broken bone in his right hand, suffered in an 
off-the-field incident. 
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Brad Smith, who wont celebrate his 19th 
birthday until late August, pressed Farmer in 
spring practice, enough so that the starting 
job wont be determined until preseason 
camp. Smith's emergence had more to do 
with his ability than any glaring deficiency on 
Farmer's part. 

The 2001 Tigers rushed for 1,841 yards 
and passed for 1,895 yards, on a comparable 
number of plays. Even so, the 
running game needs to improve. 
Zack Abron, a solid north-south 
runner, gained 100 or more yards 
five times. Tyrone Roberson, 
who was eased into action as a 
true freshman, could be a much- 
needed breakaway threat. 

Justin Gage is a big-time wide 
receiver, with the size and athleti- 
cism to bea significant contribu- 
tor on Missouris NCAA Final 
Eight basketball team. He caught 
74 passes for 920 yards and five 
touchdowns last season and 
ranks fourth on the Tigers’ career 
list for receptions and receiving 
yards. He also was the team’s lone 
big-play threat.

Ricker and Rob Droege are the only 
returning starters from an offensive line 
that provided excellent protection and 
cleared the way for the fifth-best rushing 
attack in the conference.

Droege settled in 
after getting an opportunity because of an 
injury and showed marked improvement.

If Anglin can become a big-play threat like 
he showed in the spring, and a defense, 
anchored by former prep All-American 
Albert Means, can return to its form of two 
years ago, West could have the Tigers pushing 
for a bowl invitation. And he could end up 
singing a more upbeat tune this December. 


In West's up-tempo spread offense, quar- 
terback Danny Wimprine threw for 1,329 
yards and 14 TDs and emerged as the deep 
passing threat the Tiger program has lacked 
since the early 1990s. While not blessed with 
blinding speed, Wimprine displayed tough- 
ness when he had to tuck and run and fin- 
ished as the team's second-leading rusher (270 
yards). Wimprine’s development prompted 
West to accelerate plans to move 
Anglin to wideout. 

A late recruiting victory should 
bolster the team’s backfield. The 
Tigers landed standout DeAngelo 
Williams, winning a heated battle 
with Arkansas. Williams, a pow- 
erful, compact back who rushed 
for 2,204 yards as a senior, will 
battle incumbent Dante Brown 
for the starting assignment. 
Brown led the Tigets in rushing 
last fall and made a bid to become 
only the third 1,000-yard rusher 
in school history. 

The Tigers have made serious 
improvements in their receiving 
corps. Anglin will create matchup 
problems for opposing defen- 
sive backs with his size and 
speed. But Anglin wont be 
Wimprine’ only option. Dar- 
ron White, coming off solid 
freshman season, is a con- | 
verted running back who is 
not afraid to make the diffi- 
cult catch over the middle. Antoine | 
Harden also emerged last season and is a | 
6'2" receiver who has a knack of getting 
behind the secondary and making big 
plays. } 

The offensive line is a unit built for the | 
spread offense. Only one of the five pro- 
jected starters weighs more than 305 
pounds. And the prototype lineman in 
the group is right tackle Wade Smith, a 
266-pound converted tight end who 
excels as a pass-blocker and run-blocker. 

Left tackle Doug Whittaker, a 295- 
pound converted defensive lineman, 
proved a quick study on the other side of 
the line. He moved up the depth chart 
during the season, eventually earning the 
starting job over former South Carolina 
lineman Donald Marshall. 

Means, the Alabama transfer and for- 
mer Parade All-American, will anchor a 
defensive line that needs to put more 
pressure on opposing quarterbacks.

Leading rusher André Williams —a bruiser 
who runs almost exclusively straight ahead — 
missed all of the spring after undergoing back 
surgery but will be in the mix come fall.

‘The star of this group is Sam 
Aiken.

Although he’s just as tough as his buzz-cut 
hair suggests, Schneider has difficulty getting 
away from trouble and has taken more than 
his share of hard hits in two seasons. Pinpoint 
accuracy against Clemson and Tulane was 
overshadowed by struggles at Virginia Tech 
and Syracuse in 2001. Losing 15. pounds 
helped Schneider's quickness, but it didn’t do 
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anything for UCF’s depth. Jon Rivera and 
Brandon Sumner are the backups, and nei- 
ther has thrown a pass in college. 

The quick development of tailback Alex 
Haynes fuels UCF’s belief that it can be less 
one-dimensional than in years past, but such 
optimism comes with a caveat: The Knights 
have no proven backup. Haynes sat out two 
games in 2001 with a hip pointer, meaning 
Keith Williams and Dontavius 
; Wilcox could play key roles. 

There's never a shortage of 
receivers at UCE Jimmy Eryzel 
and Doug Gabriel give UCF a 
solid possession receiver and a 
game-breaker, respectively, An 
assortment of younger, smallish 
receivers, headed by Tavaris 
Capers and Luther Huggins, can 
be dangerous in an offense that 
averaged 37 attempts and 308 
yards passing in 2001. 

This year brings a bonus in 
tight ends Mario Jackson and 
Michael Gaines.

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2 Minnesota, ,..., gophers 


his is the year when Glen Mason hopes 
T: change what has been Minnesota 

football history for the better part of 40, 
years, Since 1960, the last time the Gophers 


won the national tide, the blueprint for Min- 
nesota football has been constant: show 


progress, regress, change coaches, repeat. 
That's why the 2002 season is so critical for 
the Gophers. After consecutive bowl seasons in

1999 and 2000, Minnesota stumbled in ’01. 
Instead of reaching a third straight bowl game 
for the first time in school history, the Gophers 


finished tied for last in the Big Ten. 
Running back Marion Barber 
Ill averaged 6.3 yards per 
carry as a true freshman. 


But with 13° starters returning, the 
Gophers should be able to reverse the trend 
and stop the backward slide, 

Quarterback Asad Abdul-Khalig enters this 
season as the clear No. 1 starter after splitting 
time with Travis Cole. Abdul-Khalig is mobile 
with a strong arm and has matured after shar- 
ing the position for the last two seasons. 
‘Abdul-Khaliq was as good as any Big’Ten quar- 
terback late in the season, throwing for 584 
yards and six touchdowns — almost half of his 
season total — in the final two games. “His 
confidence level is up,” Mason says. “Ies been 


a growth process, a development process.” 
A year ago Marion Barber III arrived on 
campus as a potential defensive player. As this 
season begins, Barber, the son of former 
Gophers running back Marion Barber Jr, is the 
team’s No. 1 rushing option. Deceptively 
quick, Barber gained 742 yards while splitting 
time with Tellis Redmon, Thomas Tapeh, once 
a heralded tailback prospect, will backup Bar- 
ber and also see time at fullback. 

Jermaine Mays, who returns 
after sitting out last season 
because of an eligibility dispute 
with the NCAA, is one of the 
fastest receivers in the Big Ten. 
On the other side, Antoine Burns 
returns after a season in which he 
established himself as a solid Big 
Ten receiver. The knock on the 
Gophers’ two primary receivers 
has been their consistency. Tony 
Patterson, the biggest of the 
Gophers primary pass catchers, 
will be the third receiver. 

Ben Utecht might be the best 
tight end in the Big Ten. The for- 
mer wide receiver is too quick for 
most linebackers to cover, 
but at 6'6", Utecht is taller 
and can out-jump most 
defensive backs. 

The offensive line is a bit 
of mixed bag for the 
Gophers, There are returning 
players on the outside, but 
the interior of the line will be inexperi- 
enced. At 6'7" and 352 pounds, left 
tackle Jake Kuppe is one of the biggest 
players in the Big Ten. He provides solid 
pass blocking for Abdul-Khaliq on the 
outside. Jeremiah Carter is the only other 
regular returning after starting nine 
games at right guard last season. Carter is 
expected to slide outside to tackle and 
will play a significant role in the Gophers’ 
outside running attack. 

A year ago, the Gophers recorded just 
14 sacks as a team, and no returning 
player had more than three. Redshire 
freshmen Mark Losli and Charlton Keith 
will have an opportunity to step in and 
play at defensive end. Both players have 
the potential to be outstanding outside 
pass rushers. Inside, the Gophers return 
Dan Kwapinski, Darrell Reid and Bran- 
don Harston. Improved run defense is 
crucial as the Gophers were one of just 
three Big Ten teams to give up more than

But Thomas had surgery for a broken foot 
shortly after the Las Vegas Bowl and then 
required shoulder surgery on his throwing 
arm just a month before the start of fall prac- 
tice, which noticeably affected his arm 
strength. The good news for Rebels fans is 
that a healthy Thomas looked closer to the 
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2000 version than the 2001 edition during 
spring practice. 

The Rebels have a solid backup in Kurt 
Nantkes, a former minor league pitcher in the 
Oakland organization who will likely take 
over the starting spot in 2003. 

Gutty senior tailback Joe Haro rushed for 
1,107 yards and 10 touchdowns last season 
and had five 100-yard rushing games. But 
Haro may be hard-pressed to 
keep his starting job because of 
the addition of two talented Pac- 
10 transfers —Larry Croom, 
who started his career at Arizona, 
and Deon Burnett, who broke 
Rueben Mayes’ freshman rush- 
ing mark ar Washington State 
with 974 yards and 12 touch- 
downs in 1999. 

Another key addition is junior 
college transfer wideout David 
Relf, Thomas’ former prep team- 
mate who was the talk of spring 
drills. He brings much needed 
toughness. Troy Mason, a two- 
year starter who is also an excel- 
lent return man, Michael 
Johnson and Earvin Johnson 
all were part of UNLV’ four- 
man rotation and should 
benefit from another year of 
maturity. 

The Rebels have one of 
the top tight ends in the con- 
ference in senior DeJhown | ¢ 
Mandley, who led the squad with three } 
touchdown receptions and is a solid 
blocker. 

Only powerful senior right guard Tony 
Terrell returns from an offensive line that | 
produced the nation’s 16th-ranked run- 
ning attack while surrendering just 12 
quarterback sacks. Two past starters from 
Cal State Northridge’s now-defunct pro- 
gram, right tackle Keith Kincaid and cen- 
ter Carlos Acosta, are expected to fill nwo 
starting berths. The other guard spot 
should go to Marcus Johnson, who saw 
significant playing time last season. Matt 
Williams, who drew raves for his play 
during spring, will line up at left tackle. 

Junior college transfers Shaun Siaki, | 
who paid his own way for a semester so 
he could take part in spring drills, and 
Chris Eagen will be counted on for qual- 
ity minutes at defensive end. Another JC 
recruit, Joe Oniwor, is being counted on 
for a contribution at tackle. 
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Senior Ahmad Briggs returns to start at one 
end spot while converted tight end Trevan 
Sorensen, who missed most of spring practice 
with a spinal injury, is the early favorite at the 
other, Dietrich Canterberry and Garrert 
Brassington are the likely starters at tackle. 

Junior Ryan Claridge, who forced six fum- 
bles last season, is moving to outside line- 
backer to make room in the middle for 
sophomore Adam Seward.

Josh Betts, a former Southwest Ohio 
Offensive Player of the Year, is Roethlis- 
berger’s understudy. 

The RedHawks must establish a solid run- 
ning game to complement their passing 
attack. Cal Murray and Luke Clemens 
should fill the void left by the departure of 
Steve Little. Clemens was 
Miami's second-leading rusher 
last year with 431 yards on 109 
carries. Murray has plenty of 
speed and should build on last 
season's 342 rushing yards, 

Roethlisberger has plenty of 
weapons at his disposal. The 
RedHawks are loaded at receiver 
with four players returning who 
averaged at least 10 yards per 
catch last fall. Sophomore 
Michael Larkin surprised every- 
body with a team-best 672 
receiving yards, the fifth-best 
total in school history. 

Jason Branch led the team 
with 46 catches and tallied 565 
yards and six touchdowns, 
while fellow senior Eddie 
Tillitz was second in yards 
(577) and receptions (43). 
Randy Stegman looks to 
build on 2001 totals of 14 
catches and 158 yards while 
Korey Kirkpatrick, Purdue 
transfer Andre Henderson and Martin 
Nance complete the RedHawks’ talented 
corps of receivers, 

Dan Tyler and Geoff Robinson will vie 
for the open tight end spot. 

Guarding the quarterback will be the 
main task for an experienced group of 
offensive linemen. The first order of busi- 
ness will be replacing center Paul Thaler, 
Sophomore Ben Hartings is the main 
candidate after backing up Thaler most of 
last season. 

Left tackle Jacob Bell, the most ath- 
ic of the group, is finally healthy after 
missing 10 games last season due to a 
shoulder injury.

The Beats have plenty of possibilities at 
quarterback. Greg Cicero, Aaron Karas and 
Josh Zachry have all started, while Davon Vin- 
son received quality playing time last year. The 
objective is to develop a proven playmaker to 
take control. Cicero, a sixth-year senior, is still 
the most likely candidate. He is a good passer 
and a solid runner but must protect the foot-

ball. 

Last year, as a team, Baylor ground out just 
1,053 rushing yards. New offensive coordina- 
tor Dave Baldwin made it clear in the spring 
that Baylor will focus more on the running 
game. The Bears have a couple of solid tail- 
backs in Anthony Krieg and Jonathan Golden. 


But the player with the most potential is junior 
college transfer Rashad Armstrong, the 2001 
National Junior College Athletic Association 
Offensive Player of the Year. Compact and 
extremely strong, Armstrong is also a solid 
receiver out of the backfield. 

The Bears have star potential at wide 
receiver, where Reggie Newhouse recurns for 
his senior season after another stellar year. 
Newhouse isnt a physical marvel, 
but he is an impact player. He fin- 
ished fifth in the Big 12 in recep- 
tions per game. “Reggie is the 
consummate professional,” Steele 
says. “He's an outstanding foor 
ball player who consistently plays 
at a very high level.” The chal- 
lenge is to find other receivers 
who fic that description. John 
Martin and Robert Quiroga are 
solid targets and combined for 55 
catches a year ago. But the Bears 
hope to receive an immediate 
impact from junior college trans- 
fers Vince Copeland and J.T. 
Thompson. 

Baylor has made major strides 
in protecting the passer. Last 
year’s guards, Antoine Mur- 
phy and Cedric Fields, who 
has moved to center, are solid 
and dependable. “We've cre- 
ated some depth there, and we 
have some maturity there,” 
Steele says. Derek Long and 
Derrick Pearcy are battling for starting 
spots, while TJ. Helmcamp and Ryan 
McDaniel form a solid rotation at right 
tackle. 

Baylor's most significant improvements 
have come on defense. With a talented and 
experienced defensive line returning, the 
improvements could be even more evident 
in 2002. Tackles Ethan Kelley and Kevin 
Stevenson are the anchors of the improv- 
ing defensive front. Kelley is the strongest 
player on the roster, while Stevenson led 
the Bears with 12 tackles for a loss last year. 

The ends, A.C. Collier and Aaron Lard, 
combined last year for 10 sacks and 21 
stops behind the line of scrimmage. 
Charles Mann started seven games and 
was credited with five tackles for loss. 

The Bears have switched Greg Wade 
from outside linebacker to the middle and 
moved John Garrett from the middle to 
the outside. Wade added some beef during 
the off-season and, at 245 pounds, appears

to be a natural on the inside. He is a physical 
run-stopper who can mix it up. 

Garrett, a tremendous athlete, should also 
benefit from the move. Garrett recorded 89 
stops last year and has the speed to be a bigger 
force on the outside. Junior Stephen Sepulveda 
returns to strong-side linebacker after a solid 
season in which he recorded 69 stops. 

The Bears return an excellent playmaker in 
strong safety Derrick Cash, who made 106 
tackles and led the team with five interceptions 
in 2001. Bobby Hart and Matt Johnson are 
solid coverage cornerbacks, while Danielle 
McLean and Matt Amendola are locked in an 
interesting battle to replace Samir Al-Amin at 
free safety. Junior college transfers ‘Tyson 
Hampton and Larry Bynum should also figure 
immediately into the rotation. 

Newhouse, Hart, Quiroga and Chedrick 
Ricks form an impressive return quartet, but 
the Bears have serious concerns in terms of 
their kicking specialists. Punter/placekicker 
‘Adam Stiles is gone, leaving both jobs open. 
Baylor hopes that either senior Daniel Andino 
steps up as the placekicker or true freshman 
Jeremy Parker provides the solution at both 
spots. Parker averaged 44 yards per punt and

n paper, South Florida hasn't lost 
starters. Key players return at every 
skill position, including quarterback Marquel 
Blackwell, one of the nation’s more dynamic 
talents. 
But head coach Jim Leavitt must find 
replacements for two of his best defenders and 
three starters on the offensive line. Some play-

ets have academic concerns. Plus, the schedule 
has been upgraded. “If we're better, we won't 
win a game; we have to be exponentially bet- 


ter,” says Leavitt. “Every year we load more 
and more on top of our players. At some 
point, they might not be able to handle it.” 


South Florida enters the sea- 

son with a 13-game winning 

streak in Raymond James Sta- 

dium. It's the fifth-longest active 
home winning streak in the nation. 


A lot of teams could ride Blackwell's strong 
right arm (and legs) all the way to a bowl 
game. He holds nearly every USF passing 
record with his most productive year likely 
ahead of him. 

When sizing up Blackwell’ talent, Leavite 
does not address strengths and weaknesses. 
“With Marquel, we're looking for greater 
consistency,” he says, “We installed a new sys- 
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tem last year. Now that he has a year of expe- 
rience with it, I think he can be even better.” 

The Bulls run a one-back set, but three 
players, all of comparable size and produc- 
tion, will be in the rotation. Leading rusher 
Clenton Crossley gets the starting nod. He 
was also the backfield’s top receiver last year. 
Quinton Callum, a former Florida State 
signee, averages 1.2 yards per carry more 
than Crossley. Vince Brewer 
began last season as the starter 
but was slowed by a shoulder 
injury. The wildcard in the deck 
could be Georgia transfer 
DeJuan Green, 

Blackwell's five favorite targets 
return, and they all averaged 
more than 10 yards per catch. 
The most productive is tall and 
talented Huey Whittaker, who 
set school records for receptions 
and yards. Hugh Smith, the 
team’s fastest player, is seven 
inches shorter but capable of 
matching Whittaker’s numbers. 
However, as a partial qualifier 
out of high school, Smith must 
graduate over the summer to 
regain his final year of eligi- 
bility. 

The offensive line is the 
source of Leavitt's greatest 
concern. Only two starters 
return and one of those — 
left tackle Derrick S: 
is playing a new position. 

Anchoring the line is center Alex Her- 
ron, a starter as a freshman. From there, 
things get a little complicated. During 
spring workouts the starting guards were 
converted defensive lineman Devon 
Small and freshman Chris Carothers. 
Levi Newton, who started three games at 
right guard, was getting first-team reps at 
right tackle, 

While the offensive line is a work in 
progress, all four D-line starters return. 
Tackles Tavares Jurineack and Greg Walls 
do the grunt work well, while ends Shur- 
ron Pierson and Chris Daley give the 
Bulls a pair of prolific pass rushers. Both 
are superb athletes. “It’s nice to have both 
of them back, but they need to play hard 
all the time,” says Leavitt. 

Emerson Morris will try to rebound 
from a broken leg but must graduate this 
summer to regain a year of eligibility.

Replacing offensive linemen is 
nothing new for Air Force. That's 
because the Academy does not 
redshirt players, and linemen need 
three or four years in the program 
to develop. Yet the line usually is 
one of the team’s strengths. The 
coaches like the idea that Brett 
Huyser, Jesse Underbakke and 
Blane Neufeld are ready to play as 
juniors. Huyser should develop 
into one of AFA’s best guards ever, 
Petersen was pleased with the 
pass protection allowing just 
seven sacks in 234 passing 
attempts. The only questions 
‘on the line are at center and 
right tackle. Wayne Southam, 
rounding into shape after 
returning last year from a two- 
year church mission, is a good fit at center. 

While the offense should be fine, the 
Falcons have some work to do on defense. 
They ranked seventh in the Mountain 
West, allowing 452.7 total yards and 32 
points per game. 

The loss of top linemen Zach Johnson 
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improvement, He missed all of las season with 
a knee injury after being scheduled to start as a 
sophomore. Matt McCraney is returning to 
form after injuring his knee in the 2000 season. 

Major improvement is needed in the sec- 
ondary, after the Falcons allowed a conference- 
high 249 passing yards per game. The return of 
free safety Jeff Overstreet should help; the Fal- 
cons were 4~1 before he was lost for the season 
with an ankle injury. Strong safety Mark 
Marsh started the second half of the season and 
is an aggressive player in the mold of Schlegel. 
Cornerbacks Paul Mayo, Wes Crawley and 
Joel Buelow make their share of big plays, but 
they must become more consistent. 

The entire defense must improve. Oppo- 
nents converted 46.6 percent of third-downs. 
“We just couldn't get off the field,” Bell says. 

Except for blocking kicks, the Falcons 
werent very special on special teams, With 
seven blocked kicks, AFA now has 73 blocks 
since 1990. John Welsh punted 20 times for a 
37.0 average. Joey Ashcroft should take over all 
of the kicking. The Falcons averaged only 18.4 
yards on kickoff returns, but Palmer and 
Amezaga have the speed to improve that. 
Palmer also averaged 9.0 yards on punt returns.

The Tigers huffed 
and puffed toa touchdown in the final 
minute to subdue Kentucky, Tennessee won 
the East Division of SEC. The Vols trailed the 
Wildcats by three touchdowns before rallying 
to kick a game-winning field goal in the final 
three minutes. 
Dangerous against the SEC's bese teams,

the Wildcats still finished 2-9. Few expect 
more than three or four victories this season. 

“Last year we proved we could put teams 
on the ropes,” UK coach Guy Morriss says. 
“This year we have to prove we can deliver 
the knockout.” 


Y Jared Lorenzen aver- 
aged 272 passing yards 
Y per game last season. He 
also carries 272 pounds — or 
more — at times. Coach Guy Mor- 
riss would like to see him bump the 
passing average up to 300 and cut the 
weight down to 260 — or less. 


It took Mortiss seven games to figure out 
which quarterback gave Kentucky the best 
chance of winning last season, but once he 
replaced the elusive Shane Boyd with the laser 
arm of Jared Lorenzen, the Wildcats averaged 
29.8 points in their last five games. 

Credit Lorenzen for the late-season offen- 
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sive surge, The hefty lefty (275 pounds, 
6'4") lost his job after a season-opening loss 
against Louisville, but he regained it by 
nearly. leading: a. rally: for an. upsep against 
LSU. Lorenzen can make all the throws: the 
short ball with touch; the intermediate ball 
with precision; and the deep ball with sizzle. 

Boyd gives Morriss several options. He can 

throw and run well enough that Morriss 
won't hesitate to make Boyd the 
starter if Lorenzen does not con- 
trol his weight. 

Mortiss is determined to put 
more run and less decoy in the 
running game. What Mortiss 
needs, however, is more runners. 
His only quality tailback is Artose 
Pinner, who led the team with 
441 yards last season. Convinced 
he will be carrying the ball at least 
20 times a game, Pinner rebuilt 
his body during the winter, giving 
up fast food for vegetables and 
adding 10 pounds of muscle. 

Depth is a problem for the 
Wildcats at every position except 
in the receiving corps. Mortis 
has at least six guys to rotate 
into the three wide receiver 
slots, Dependable and elu- 
sive, Derek Abney was 
Lorenzen’s most reliable tar- | 
get last season, Tommy 
Cook, who — finished | 
strongly, will serve as. the 
deep threat. Aaron Boone, who scored 
two TD passes against Georgia, caught 
most of his 18 passes in the second half of 
the season. Tiny Ernest Simms can serve 
asa deep threat if he can stay healthy, 

Morris believes that his front five, led 
by right tackle Antonio Hall and right 
guard Keith Chatelain, his only senior 
blocker, will be more than adequate. But | 
the Wildcats cannot afford injuries. | 

IF receiver is UK's deepest position, the 
defensive line is Kentucky's strongest 
spot. Morriss has three proven run stop- 
pers — Dewayne Robertson, Jer 
Caudill and Ellery Moore — at defensive 
tackle. After Dennis Johnson decided to 
skip his senior year for the NFL, Morriss 
has his own decision to make: Should he 
move one of the tackles — probably 
Moore — to defensive end? 

“They're all tough kids,” Morriss says. 
“We can’t block them one-on-one and 
not many other teams can either.” 
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Otis Grigsby and Vincent “Sweet Pea” 
Burns, a transfer from Northern Arizona, pro- 
vide the speed Morriss likes at defensive end. 

Depth and experience are problems at line- 
backer. On the bright side, Mortiss only 
needs two guys to deliver. The coach hopes 
one is Ronnie Riley, his most dependable 
open-field tackler. Morris Lane gets first call 
at the other spot, but at 210 pounds he is a 
featherweight for an SEC linebacker. 

In Kentucky's unusual defensive align- 
ment, defensive coordinator John Goodner 
employs two outside safeties, a free safety and 
two cover guys at cornerback. Nowhere in its 
lineup does Kentucky have more experience 
than at defensive back. David Johnson, 
Quentus Cumby and Derrick Tatum have all 
played three seasons and Leonard Burress has 
played two. “With guys who have been 
through the league as much as these guys, I'm 
hoping we can have fewer breakdowns and 
create more turnovers,” Morriss says. 

Morriss doesn’t have anybody who has 
even attempted a field goal in a game. Clint 
Ruth has the strongest leg. Punter Glenn 
Pakulak led the SEC and ranked sixth nation- 
ally with a 44.5-yard average.

“Coming back it feels great to get a shot to 
compete for the starting job,” says Stauss, Kus- 
tok’s strong-armed backup last year. More than 
just providing leadership, Stauss will have to 
find a way to make up for Kustok’s 3,272 yards 
of total offense last year. He has shown flashes 
of brilliance, but he has been too inconsistent. 

Should Stauss stumble, Matt Danielson and 
Brett Basanez will be there to take the job. 


Kevin Lawrence, who averaged 5.1 yards per 
camry as Anderson's backup, was set to inherit 
the job. But he injured his knee late last season 
and sat out all of spring practice. That opened 
the door for a half-dozen others, led by Torri 
Stuckey, Jason Wright, Noah Herron and Jeff 
Backes. Stuckey rushed for 127 yards against 
Illinois in the season finale and was impressive 
this spring. Backes has perhaps the most talent 
and also played well this spring. 

With all the talent at wide 
receiver, coaches will be challenged 
to find ways to get them the ball. 
“We'll make some changes and 
well evolve,” Walker says, Kunle 
Patrick and Jon Schweighardt are 
among the eight returners. Both 
are small but are reliable and put 
up impressive numbers. Providing 
height will be Notre Dame trans- 
fer Jovan Witherspoon, Roger Jor- 
dan and Ashton Aikens. Ronnie 
Foster also likely will be a key part 
of the unit. Jonathan Fields looked 
good during the spring. The unit 
that has Walker most excited is 
tight end. Walker says he plans to 
make good use of Eric Worley, 
Trai Essex and Joe Wohlscheid 
in the spread offense.

Vanderbile 
has little experience at quarterback and tail- 
back, has serious depth concerns on the

The new coaching staff had just two schol- 
arship quarterbacks to work with during 
spring practice and neither player, junior Benji 
Walker nor redshire freshman Jay Cutler, has 
taken a meaningful snap at the collegiate level. 

Walker took more of the first-team snaps 
during the spring, but Johnson isnt likely to 
name a starter until just before the 
season-opener at Georgia Tech. 

Tailback Norval McKenzie, the 
leading returning rusher with just 
13 carries for 80 yards, emerged 
from spring with a slight edge over 
Ronald Hatcher, who moved back 
to running back after spending 
the 2001 season at receiver. 

Dan Stricker finished third in 
the SEC in receiving yards (1,079) 
in 2001 and became just the third 
receiver in Vanderbilt history to 
top the 1,000-yard mark.

The pressure will be on senior quarterback

sive lineman could flatten him. About the 
only positive to be taken from Boller’s previ- 
ous three seasons is that he still has his teeth. 
“He is something special,” Tedford says. 
“He got all the tools. He needs to be focused 


on his fundamentals, and if he does that, I 
believe he is going to have a very good season.” 

Tedford took a long look at backups Reggie 
Robertson, a sophomore, and redshirt fresh- 
man Richard Schwarw during spring drills, 
but Boller came out of the competition as the 
clear No. 1. 

Joe Igber is the proven commodity among 
a logjam of running backs, but he missed 
spring ball while still recovering 
from a fractured clavicle suffered 
during the 2001 season. 
Although Igber is the No. 7 
rusher all-time at Cal, he will 
have to fight for a starting spot in 
summer camp. 

Adimchinobe — Echemandu 
(formerly Joe Echema) was 
enjoying an outstanding spring, 
but his availability for the 2002 
season is now in doubt after he 
tore the ACL and MCL in his 
right knee in a late-spring prac- 
tice. Sophomore Terrell 
Williams, who started five games 
in 2001 due to Igber's injury and 
rushed for 688 yards, is expected 
to be a more significant con- 
tributor this fall. 

Receiver Geoff McArthur 
returns after missing the 
majority of the 2001 season 
with a torn triceps. McArthur 
= showed promise his freshman 
season in 2000 with 20 
catches for 336 yards and was expected to 
be Cal's top wide receiver in 2001. At the 
other starting wide receiver position will 
be LaShaun Ward, who switched from 
cornerback late last season. In just five 
games on offense, Ward caught 18 passes 
for 416 yards, and four of those catches 
went for touchdowns. 

Once again, it appears Cal might strug- 
gle along the offensive line. The left side 
should be solid as returning starters Mark 
Wilson and Scott Tercero hold down the 
left tackle and guard spots.

ost Big Ten teams spend the off-sea- 
son reloading or rebuilding, but in 
Bloomington, the squad is simply 


under construction, The Hoosiers brought in 
Gerry DiNardo as the new foreman, and his 
plan is to start on the ground floor by restor- 
ing IU’s ability to recruit in-state. 

“Our mission statement is that we're the 
state institution, and with that comes an

obligation to s e (the state high schools),” 
DiNardo says. “This isn’t just about recruit 
ing, but obviously we're going to recruit the 
best players in the state.” 


Indiana will have 115 
years of collegiate coach- 
ing experience on the side- 
line. Gerry DiNardo has 
assembled a battle-tested staff with 
a winning track record. 


Indiana lost its heart and soul when 
Antwaan Randle El graduated. He was at the 
helm of the Hoosier offense for nearly every 
snap of the last four years. The nwo front-run- 
ners for the job are seniors Tommy Jones and 
Gibran Hamdan. Jones has started just one 
game, despite being hailed as U's quarter- 
back of the future, but that’s one more start 
than Hamdan. 


“We all know that we don't have a lot of 


experience there,” DiNardo says. “But I'd 
rather have a lack of experience with maturity 
than a lack of experience and immaturity.” 

Indiana’s most stable area by a long shot is 
the offensive backfield: Fullback Jeremni John- 
son is among the Big Ten’s best with his huge 
frame, nifty feet and ability to catch passes 
out of the backfield. Tailback Brian Lewis gets 
the luxury of running behind Johnson in his 

first year as the Hoosiers’ starter, 

DiNardo’s version of the West 

Coast offense features the tight 

end, and it’s a good thing thar it 

does. The Hoosiers have a pair of 
talented pass catchers in tight 
ends Aaron Halterman and 

Stephen Anthony. Halterman 

should be the starter and has the 

softest hands on the team. 
Indiana does get its top wide 

receiver back in Glenn Johnson, 

but he caught only 21 passes 

2001. Johnson's seven starts were 

tops on the team as the split end 

position was a revolving door. 
Sophomores Travis Haney and 
Courtney Roby both saw time in 
the starting lineup. Roby 
should have the edge with his 
leaping ability and knack of 
coming down with the ball 
in traffic. 
The strength of the 
2 Hoosier offense was supposed 
to be in the trenches. Indiana | & 
returned four starters from a strong unit in 
2001, but they're finding out that 
DiNardo's expectations are considerably 
higher. “We are not Big Ten-strong, and 
we are not Big Ten-conditioned, by any 
means,” DiNardso said in the spring, 

A lack of conditioning and the change 
toa more physical blocking scheme led to 
multiple changes throughout the spring. 
However, Indiana still has the horses to be 
successful up front, Guards Enoch 
DeMar and Anthony Oakley and tackles 
A.C. Myler and Bobby Brandt started 
every game in 2001 and helped pace the 
Big Ten’s best rushing attack. 

The defensive line was one of the 
bright spots in the spring, Tackles Colin 
Christopher and Kris Dielman consis- 
tently collapsed the pocket in practices 
and appear worthy of forcing double- 
teams. That should open up defensive 
ends Jodie Clemons, Derek Barnett and 
Victor Adeyanju to pressure the passer.

December. Things like, “Our expectancy is to 
win the WAC championship and thar will 
never change. That is our goal.” 
But considering what the Mustangs have 
returning, maybe it isn't so far-fetched to 
believe that SMU can make a strong run at

the title. “I am excited about the experience 
that we return on both offense and defense,” 
says Bennett, who spent the past three seasons 
as defensive coordinator at Kansas State. “And 
the kids are really hungry to win. But we've 
got some work to do.” 


The Mustangs lost 18 fum- 
bles in 2001, most in the 
WAC and more than Fresno 


State, Nevada and Tulsa combined. 


One of Bennett’ first priorities is to find a 
dependable starting quarterback. Junior 
Kelan Luker has the most experience after 
starting the first three games last season. But 
he was replaced by David Page after throwing 
more interceptions (four) than touchdowns 
(ewo). Page left the team in January, Redshirt 
freshmen Richard Bartel, Ashton Nixon and 
Tate Wallis all have strong prep credentials, 
and Bennett indicated he wouldn't hesitate to 
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start any of them if he thought they were the 
best man for the job. Wallis, who led his team 
to victory in the Blue-White spring game, is 
the front-runner heading into fall two-a-days. 
“IF we played tomorrow, Tate would be the 
starting quarterback,” Bennett said after the 
spring game. 

ShanDerrick Charles leads the way in the 
backfield after breaking Craig James’ SMU 
freshman rushing record with 
860 yards on just 134 carries (6.4 
yard average) and seven rouch- 
downs despite not really emerg- 
ing until about halfway through 
the season. Keylon Kincade is a 
solid backup: he rushed for 169 
yards on 24 carries in one game 
against Tulsa last season, 

Chris “The Comet” Cunning- 
ham, who has caught a pass in 32 
of his 33 career games and had 45 
receptions for 516 yards last sea- 
son, recurs to lead a deep, vet- 
eran group of receivers with 
big-play potential.

Hendricks 
is a tough, athletic cornerback with 4.4 speed 
and a 35-inch vertical leap. 

Ross Stewart returns after averaging 42.5 
yards per punt last year. Kicker Nick Hayes 
was named to the C-USA All-Freshman team. 
He made 10-of-15 field goals and was 17-of- 
17 on extra points. Quinnie averaged 12.1 
yards per punt return last fall, Southall, who 
had a 93-yard return against Central Florida, 
should handle kickoffs.

replace him. The leaders coming out of 
spring practice were James Truvillion, who 
missed all of last season with hamstring 
injuries, redshirt freshman Michael Franklin 
and converted safety DeAngelo Nedd. 
Incoming freshman Frederick Collins (2,367 
rushing yards as a senior) will join the com- 
petition when he arrives in the fall. 

The talent and depth at receiver is vastly 
improved, though J.R. Tolver is 
the lone proven player. Tolver 
enters his senior season with 134 
career receptions, eighth-most in 
SDSU history. Transfer Kassim 
Osgood is intriguing. The 6'5" 
wideout spent three years at Cal 
Poly, where he was a Division I- 
AA All-American, Ronnie Dav- 
enport missed all of last season 
because of a suspension stem- 
ming from his time at Cal.

One 
season after earning MAC Freshman of the 
Year honors, Hill showcased his passing 
skills as a sophomore with 1,953 yards and 
13 touchdowns. His 301 attempts were the 
second-most in BSU history and his 159 


completions rank sixth all-time. Hill has 
started 18 consecutive games, and the Car- 
dinals sport a respectable 10-8 record with 
him running the show. 

Junior Andy Roesch hasn't seen much 
action since Hill took over in the fifth game 
of the 2000 season, but he is a capable 
replacement. 

Marcus Merriweather returns at tailback 
after a second straight 1,000- 
yard season. The senior gained 
1,244 yards, scored 12 touch- 
downs and earned first-team 
AIl-MAC honors. Merriweather 
averaged 124.4 yards per game, 
ranking him second in the con- 
ference and 10th in the country. 
The Doak Walker Candidate 
needs 1,110 yards this fall to 
surpass Bernie Parmalee as the 
school’s all-time leading rusher. 

Fullback Scott Volk started 
six games last fall and will be 
pushed by sophomore Dan 
Sprouls. 

Ball State's biggest hole is at

reg Schiano can summarize what hes 
G looking for this season in one word. 

“Improvement,” says Rutgers’ sec- 
ond-year coach. 

Though most people will take that to 
specifically mean bettering last year’s 2-9 
record, Schiano has a much broader defini- 
tion. He wants to see improvement from an 
offense that set a Big East record for fewest

points scored and a defense that allowed 
nearly 400 points. Schiano simply wants the 
Knights, who lost games by scores of 61-0, 
50-0, 80-7 and 42-0 last season, to be more 
competitive.“ We need to keep getting better, 
and that’s in all areas,” he says. 


The Rutgers offense led the 
nation by committing 42 
turnovers last year. The Knights 

also ranked last nationally in 
turnover margin and fumbles lost (21). 


Schiano is hoping his investment in quar- 
terback Ryan Cubit begins to pay dividends 
this season, Cubit, who started every game as 
a true freshman last year, produced the 
expected mixed results. He set a school record 
for passing yards by a true freshman (1,433) 
but also set a school record with 19 intercep- 
tions while directing one of the worst offenses 
in school history. The 36 points Rutgers 


166 


scored in seven Big East games were the 
fewest by a team since the league was formed. 

In his defense, Cubit didn’t have much of a 
supporting cast. The Knights’ leading rusher 
last year gained 372 yards. Their leading 
scorer was placekicker Ryan Sands with a 
mere 26 points. And the offensive line was a 
patchwork unit that was ravaged by injuries. 

Rurgers should have an improved running 
game, even though the Knights 
lost their top two rushers to grad- 
uation and Rikki Cook, the mar- 
quee recruit of 2001, transferred 
out of the program in the spring, 
The staff is excited about sopho- 
more Clarence Pittman, who 
dazzled in practice last fall while 
sitting out as a freshman due to 
academic shortcomings. 

Cubit won't lack for targets, 
thanks to a receiving corps that 
looks solid. The group is led by 
LJ. Smith, a second-team All- 
Big East tight end, with big-play 
senior Aaron Martin (20.9 yards 
per catch) and sure-handed Sean 
Carty also returning. 

The biggest reason the 
offense should improve is the 
offensive line, which appears 
to be both deep and capable, 
., Two newcomers may be 
3 good enough to start imme- 
= diately — tackle Ron Green, 
® 4 junior college transfer, and 
freshman Randy Boxill, a 6'5", 313- 
pound guard who originally committed 
to Miami. With Green, Trohn Carswell, 
Mike Williamson and Howard Black- 
wood at the tackles, Schiano moved Brian 
Duffy, who started every game but one at 
right tackle last year, to guard. Marty 
Pyscacymuka, last year’s starting left 
guard, moved to center, sending Bryan 
Boehrer, who is recovering from a broken 
leg, back to tight end. 

‘A promising defensive line and a deep, 
experienced secondary should be the 
strengths of the defense. Ryan Neill and 
Raheem Orr give Rutgers solid ends, with 
promising Alfred Peterson, who hinted at 
future stardom as a true freshman, in 
reserve. Will Burnett and Greg Pysczcy- 
muka, and backups Davon Clark and 
Gary Gibson, should offer marked 
improvement on the interior of the line. 

The biggest intrigue will be at line- 
backer, Senior Gary Brackett is the only

the starting job in preseason camp. 

Western Michigan struggled running the 
football last season. The Broncos scored just 
eight rushing touchdowns and averaged a 
league-low 99.9 yards per game on the 
ground. There is talent, though, in Philip 
Reed and Charles Woods, the top two pro- 
ducers during the 2001 season. Both players 
are similar in terms of speed and power. The 
coaching staff is high on redshirt 
freshmen Trovon Riley and 
Daniel Marks and expects both 
to contribute this fall. 

WMU lost its top two 
receivers to graduation, but there 
is enough quality and quantity 
coming back to make this the 
strength of the Bronco offense, 
Western returns three wide 
receivers who caught at least 20 
passes last season — Brandon 
Johnson, Kendrick Mosley, 
Antonio Thomas — and also 
boasts the league's top tight end, 
Mobolaji Afariogun. 

The receiving corps will also 
be bolstered by the addition of 
Jermaine Lewis, a second- 
team all-conference defensive 
back in 2001 who is making 
the move across the line of 
scrimmage.

1,106 more. He's the first player 

in school history with more than 2,000 
rushing and 1,000 receiving yards. 


While he is athletic and a dangerous scram- 
bler, Losman has a strong arm and can throw 
the deep ball. To become the quarterback 
Scelfo needs, Losman needs to show patience 
in the pocket and resist the temptation to 
scramble. Scelfo praised Losman's progress in 
the spring, particularly his passing. 

To ease the pressure on Losman, the Green

Wave boasts Conference USAS top returning 
rusher in Mewelde Moore, one of the nation’ 
best backs. Moore, an outfielder in the San 
Diego Padres system in the summer, rushed for 
1,421 yards last fall and caught 65 passes for 
nearly 800 yards, averaging 188.2 all-purpose 
yards per game. Moore is both punishing and 
elusive. The first tackler rarely brings him down. 

Another baseball outfielder is making signif- 
icant contributions to the high- 
powered Tulane offense, Roydell 
Williams led the conference with 
11 TD receptions last fall but 
missed spring workouts while 
playing the outfield for the Tulane 
baseball ream. He struggled with 
dropped passes last year but still 
managed 886 yards on 56 catches. 

The best friend of an inexperi- 
enced quarterback is an experi- 
enced offensive line. Too bad 
Tulane doesn't have one. Seth 
Zaunbrecher is the lone returning 
starter. Center Brendon Drysdale, 
a former walk-on, played exten- 
sively at guard, and tackle Derick 
Bugg played in seven games and 
started two, but there is lite 
overall experience. 

The Green Wave intro- 
duces a new defensive system,

The secondary is the strength of the 
rebuilding defense. Three seniors — Adrian 
Mitchell, Quentin Brown and Jeff Sanchez

Mitchell had a team-leading 138 tackles and 
is, pethaps, the team’s best defensive player. 
Michell is steady against the pass with 10 pass 
breakups and two picks last year, and strong 
against the run. His backup, Trawick Boger, 
forced three fumbles last year and returned an 
interception for a TD. Other than Mitchell, 
Brown may be the best tackler in the secondary. 

Elpheage has scored three touchdowns over 
the past two seasons — on a fumble recovery 
in 2000 and on an interception and a punt 
return last fall. Elpheage broke up 14 passes 
and intercepted three others a year ago. 

Sanchez, one of the fastest players on the 
team, is a good cover cornerback who also 
returned an interception for a TD last year.

Joshua Cribbs 


Joshua Cribbs combined the running skills 
of an option quarterback (1,019 rushing) 
with enough passing ability (1,516 yards, 10 
TDs, five interceptions) to become the first 
freshman in Division I-A history to rush and 
pass for over 1,000 yards in a season. Cribbs 
proved to be very durable last season, and 
made it clear he would drop his shoulder to 
meet any tackler in his way. And that is good 
news for Kent State; there is no experienced 
backup on the roster. 


Kent State’s six wins in 2001 
equaled the program’s win total 
over the previous four seasons. 


‘The Golden Flashes have gone five years 
without a 1,000-yard tailback, and likely 
won't have one this season. 

David Alston (633 yards in 2001), Antonio 
King and Eddie Beccles aren‘ the type of backs 
to carry the ball 25-30 times per game, but all 
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three are capable of scoring from anywhere on 
the field. 

Alston is the incumbent, although his pen- 
chant for fumbling must be dealt with. King, 
at 6'0", 205 pounds, was tried at several posi- 
tions before locking in at running back. He is 
both fast and durable and had a stunning 
spring campaign. Beccles is the smallest of the 
three but the most elusive. 

Receiver is the most uncertain 
skill position of all for the 
Golden Flashes. The tight ends 
are average at best with Brycen 
Erbe and Neil Buckosh used 
more for blocking. Ditto at wide- 
out where blocking is a premium 
on the flanks to open lanes for 
the elusive Cribbs. 

KSU is planning on 6'4", 
240-pound Antonio Gates 
shedding his basketball garb for 
tight ends pads this fall. But 
only believe it when you see it. 
A strong NCAA Tournament 
showing may keep Gates’ eyes 
strictly on hoops. The most 
experienced receiver on hand is 
Joshua Bostick (21 catches, 
214 yards). Cribbs’ favorite 
target will likely be sopho- 
more Darrell Dowery, who 


school. The x-factor could 
be Reggie Gordon, a speed- 
ster who needs some consis- 
tency and tenacity to move up on the 
depth chart. 

Don’t expect a bunch of 300-pounders 
along Kent State's offensive line. Center 
Steve Smith is generously listed at 265 
pounds. Only one projected starter is 
listed at 300 or more pounds, and there 
are just two 300-pounders on the 10- 
man two-deep from tackle to tackle. 
Time will tell if they can get tough 
yardage in the red zone, or in short- 
yardage situations. 

In spring drills, the defensive line 
looked to be one of Kent State's strong 
suits. But that could be a mirage. While 
Shawn Armstead, Roy Attieh and John 
Nurczyk have loads of experience, none 
has ever been considered among the 
MAC elite. And remember, what looked 
good in the spring against relatively 
undersized, unproven KSU offensive line- 
men may not look the same against the 
likes of Ohio State and Marshall.

Coach Darrell Dickey’s Mean Green sur- 
prised everyone by winning the inaugural 
Sun Belt Conference Championship. But a 
loss to Colorado State in the New Orleans 
Bowl ended their season with an uninspiring

mark of 5-7. The goal this year is to play 
more like the team that won five consecutive 
games, and less like the one that dropped its 
first five. With 19 starters returning, a win- 
ning season is likely, as is another run at the 
conference title. 


Last year the Mean Green 

were a perfect 5-0 when scor- 

ing more than 21 points. They 
were winless when scoring less. 


No one doubts quarterback Scott Hall’s 
powerful right arm. His gimpy left knee is 
another matter. Hall played the last four 
games with a torn ACL that required off-sea- 
son surgery. He skipped spring practice but is 
expected to be ready in August. 

Last year Hall’s passing yardage was up by 
more than 50 percent and he nearly tripled 
his number of TD tosses from six to 17. He’ 
also a threat afoot, having tied for the team 


lead in rushing scores. If he’s unable to answer 
the bell, redshirt freshman Andrew Smith will 
get the call. 

As the running game went, so did the 
Mean Green. Last year they averaged more 
than 200 yards rushing in their victories, only 
118 in their defeats. Kevin Galbreath returns 
after rushing for more than 1,000 yards. Any 
doubts about the Mean Green ground game 
were laid to rest when he burst 
out of the gate with 112 yards in 
the season-opener. Backup 
Patrick Cobbs, who is of similar 
stature and style, led all Sun Belt 
freshmen in rushing. 

George Marshall's first two 
seasons in Denton were unre- 
markable but he blossomed into 
a significant big-play receiver last 
year. He's good for a TD every 
2.9 times he catches the ball and 
he led the conference in TD 
receptions and yards per catch. 
Ja@Mel Branch and Kevin 
Howard are speedy but at 5’7” 
and 5'8" respectively, are hard to 
find in a crowd.

Frustrated fans have called for 
Koenning's dismissal.

‘There are several question marks about this 
Wyoming team, but quarterback isn’t one of 
them, Casey Bramlet, who engineered the 
15th-ranked passing offense in the nation last 
season, is arguably the top signal-caller in the 
Mountain West. And Bramlet, stronger and 
smarter than a year ago, has barely tapped his 
potential.

“And 
he'll be even better this year.” 
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The Cowboys use a one-back set. The 
problem has been finding that one back.

Beyond Armah, Wyoming has little 
experience. Kit Bradshaw, junior college 
transfer Reymon Murphy and redshirt fresh- 
man C.R. Davis are all unproven options. 

The Cowboys are loaded at 
wide receiver, With Ryan 
McGutffey, Malcom Floyd, Brock

McGuffey, who ranked No. 8 
in the nation in receptions last 
year, is the true star of the group.

Johnson recognizes that he faces a daunting 
task, Since George Welsh left for Virginia in 
1981, Navy has suffered losing records in 17 
of 20 seasons. 

Craig Candeto came to Annapolis as per- 


haps the most highly toured recruit of the 
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lipmen 


Weatherbie era. It’s now time to find out if 
Candeto is for real. He is the only experi- 
enced quarterback in the program and clearly 
established himself as the No. | during spring 
drills. 

Fullback is the key position in Johnson's 
spread offense and requires a player with mul- 
tiple skills. Navy has a bunch of hard-nosed, 
grind-it-out types. Bryce McDonald is pro- 
jected as the primary ball carrier 
after making four starts in 2001. 
‘The 217-pounder seemed to be 
hitting his stride with 42 yards 
on 10 carries against Air Force, 
but suffered injuries (broken 
right hand, sprained ankle) that 
limited him the final five games. 

While the spread is a run- 
based, option-oriented attack, 
Johnson will not hesitate to 
throw the ball, and receiver is 
Navy's deepest skill position. 

Chandler Sims is the leading 
returnee and has the size Johnson 
covets, since receivers must be 
effective blockers in the spread. 

Undersized Dominic Bailey is 
a proven deep threat while 
sophomores Lionel Wesley, 
Brian Yarbrough and Amir 
Jenkins possess athleticism 
and speed. 

Johnson utilizes the slots 
ina multitude of ways — on 
inside handoffs, pitches and 
shore passes. Tony Lane is the only proven 
weapon coming off the edge, and Brad 
Tepper and Donnie Fricks are the only 
other slots with significant playing experi- 
ence. 

This offensive line figures to be a solid 
unit, as there are three returning starters 
and two backups who saw extensive 
action, Right tackle David Walsh, boast- 
ing a big frame and good feet, graded out 
decently while starting all 10 games in 
2001. Left guard Grant Moody is another 
10-game returning starter, and he has 
shown the speed to be able to pull and 
block defensive ends.

Franks claims that quarterback is one of his 
most stable positions, and that’s saying some- 
thing. Incumbent D. Bryant is one of the 
Devils’ wo seniors, a fifth-year guy who still 
has a tendency to force the ball into tight 
spots and has less-than-pinpoint accuracy. 
Bryant must improve on his 11-to-17 touch- 
down-to-interception ratio, and complete 
more than 48.7 percent of his passes. 
Because this is a perennially rebuilding 
program, the backups are often just as impor- 
tant as the starters, But as spring practice 
ended, Franks hadn't decided who would be 
Bryant's backup. The options are three 


sophomores — Chris Wispelwey, Adam 
Smith and Chris Dapolito, a transfer from 
Rurgers who becomes eligible this fall. 

There is no better Blue Devil than tailback 
Chris Douglas. First in the ACC and seventh 
nationally last year in all-purpose yards, the 
speedy, shifty back will start the attack, 
although he would like to increase his yards 
per carry (3.9) from last year. 

Fullback Alex Wade was the 
Blue Devils’ second-leading 
rusher a year ago (249 yards), but 
Duke's attack doesn't call for the 
fullback very often, so Wade also 
serves as the backup tailback. 

Bryant’s two favorite targets 
— wideout Ben Erdeljac and 
tight end Mike Hart and — are 
gone so Bryant will have to focus 
on a pair of sophomores, Khary 
Sharpe and Lance Johnson. Reg- 
gie Love, back from a suspension 
and from the basketball team, 
has long appeared ready to break 
out as a pass catcher, and this 
could be the year he finally does. 

The Devils completed spring 
drills without their best 
offensive lineman, tackle 
Drew Strojny, who had 
shoulder surgery following 
the season in December. 
Strojny started every game at 
left tackle in 2001, and his 
return will allow Christian 
Mitchell, a part-time guard last year, to 
take over at right tackle. Rusty Wilson 
returns at right guard, but this is not a 
group that has worked much — or 
worked very well — together. Luke Bayer 
is listed as the starting center after sliding 
over from guard, where he split time with 
Daryl Lewis last year. 

The overhaul of a defense that allowed 
6.6 yards per play begins up front, where 
the Devils will go to a four-man front, a 
new formation with lots of new faces. 

The idea is to get as much speed on the 
field as possible. So Micah Harris, for 
instance, moves from outside linebacker 
to end.

Ryan Fowler is the leading tackler 
and moves from the outside to the middle. 
Outside linebacker Jamyon Small is one of 
the few players who maintains his same posi- 
tion. But the group is still in flux. 

The secondary is the weak point, and when 
Douglas took a pass and romped 30 yards on 
the opening play of the spring game, it didn’t 
looka lot better. Terrell Smith started last year 
at strong safety, moved to cornerback, and is 
now back at safety. Free safety Alex Green is 
big enough to be a hard hitter, and he will 
likely beat out Anthony Roberts, who started 
the final five games a year ago. 

The comers — John-Paul Kimbrough and 
Kenneth Sanford — aren't very imposing. 
The lack of skill and speed in the secondary 
makes it imperative the defensive front put 
some sort of pressure on quarterbacks. 

Kicker Brent Garber is capable, though he 
only attempted nine field goals all of last year, 
making six.

UTEP head coach Gary Nord knows the 
feeling all too well. Nord made quite a splash 
his first year in El Paso in 2000, directing the 
Miners to an 8-4 record and a share of their 
first-ever WAC football title en route to con- 
ference Coach of the Year honors. But 2001

was a season to forget for the Miners, who 
finished with a 2-9 record and ended the year 
with a seven-game losing streak. 

The good news in 2002 for the Miners is 
that 16 starters return, eight of them seniors. 


The Miner defense 

allowed 234.5 rushing 

yards per game in 2001. 

That ranked 140th nationally 
and last in the WAC. 


Sophomore quarterback Jon Schaper 
started one game during an erratic freshman 
campaign that saw him complete just 41.7 
percent of his passes with five interceptions 
and no touchdowns. Still, Nord believes 
Schaper has the potential to be a top-notch 
quarterback. “He’s got all kinds of athletic 
ability,” Nord says of the 6'2", 210-pounder. 
“He has everything you look for in a quarter- 
back in terms of size, speed, arm strength,

In addition to col- 
lecting 818 yards on the ground last season, 
Reynolds hauled in 37 receptions for 9.4 
yards per catch. His powerful running style 
will keep defenses honest when the Cougars 
decide to launch their aerial attack.

The receiving corps will be a strong suit for 
the Cougars, despite the loss of its leader and 
top playmaker Orlando Iglesias. This season 
marks the return of KeyKowa Bell, who played 
in just three games last year before injuring his 
ankle. Bell put up big numbers as a sophomore 
in 2000, collecting 54 catches for 722 yards 
and two touchdowns. Brian

years ago, will also help fill the 
void left by Iglesias. Brandon 
Middleton ranked second in the 
nation last fall with 24.3 yards per 
reception.

At fullback, all three returnees

While there is consider- 
able talent up front, tackle 
Jake Scott and center Matt 
le Martinez stand out from the 
crowd. Jason Cobb returns at 
weak guard, as does Robert 
Mitchell on the strong side. At 6'9", 315 
pounds, tackle Ray DeAnda is the most 
imposing physically. Seann Mumford will 
challenge for a starting job at tackle, as 
will Josh Jelinek, who moves across from 
the defensive line. 

Idaho's revamped defensive line will 
include a mix of youth and experience, 
Brandon Kania started at end last year as 
a true freshman, led the team in sacks and 
tied for the lead in tackles fora loss.

Blankenship. Despite the tough situation, 
Gooch put up decent numbers, He com- 
pleted 57.5 percent of his passes for 825 yards 
and five touchdowns, and also rushed for 361 
yards and two more scores. Perhaps more 
important, he gained the respect of his coach 
and teammates. “He's a great competitor,” 
Burns says, “He's one of those guys who is a 
leader.” With Blankenship gone 
(transfer, Eastern Washington), 
Gooch heads into the season 
entrenched as the starter, 

Tulsa needs running back Eric 
Richardson to put together a full 
season. He exploded onto the 
scene with a combined 400 yards 
rushing the final two games of 
his freshman campaign but fol- 
lowed with just 469 yards in 
2001. Kevin McKenzie and D,J. 
Barnett are two returnees who 
will also vie for time if they can 
stay healthy. 

Finding another playmaker 
like Donald Shoals, who led the 
WAC with 7.5 receptions per 
game (fifth nationally) and 
tacked up a team-leading 
908 receiving yards, will be a 
tough task, Darrell Wim- 
berly, Montiese Culton and 
3 Brandon Birks headline a list 
of unheralded wideouts, but |. 
the real impact players could | 
be a couple of transfers. Northeastern | 
Oklahoma A&M product Romby Bryant 
looked outstanding in spring practice, 
and Kansas State transfer Jerome Janet 
(pronounced Ja-ney) will have four years 
of eligibility beginning this fall. 

Tight end Jarrod Roach might be 
forced to miss the 2002 season with a 
stomach disorder. If that’s the case, Caleb 
Blankenship appears to be ready to slide 
into the starting lineup. 

‘Tulsa returns three starters on an offen- 
sive line that ranked second in the WAC 
by allowing just 17 sacks. Anthony Taylor 
provides leadership at center, and tackle 
Tony Katic and guard Matt Black are 
solid, Victor Mercado, who missed most | 
of last season due to injury, is also 
expected back. Austin Chadwick could 
excel in a full-time role. 

Burns is high on his defensive line due 
in part to the return of senior tackle Sam 
Rayburn (16 tackles for a loss). Another

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reason for Burns’ optimism is the arrival of a 
solid corps of incoming defensive linemen, 
including junior college standouts Wil Goff 
and Tse Ogisi.

DeBord is also a former

The 
Chippewas line should be the team's 
strength after helping pave the way for 
199 rushing yards per game while allow- 
ing just 18 sacks in 2001. 

Guard Kyle Croskey should finally 
receive the all-conference accolades that 
have eluded him in his previous three sea- 
sons asa starter. Other returning linemen 
include Adam Kieft, Paul Brieger and 
Derek McLaughlin.

Northern Iowa 38-0 in the taal and 
upended Furman 13-6 for their second title 
on their fourth trip to the championship 
game in seven 
‘An encore? “Everybody loves to dream, 
and this program has big dreams and big 
visions,” coach Joe Glenn But we've 
done a great job staying focused on the here 
and now. You can't be 12-0 until you're 1-0.” 
Quarterback John Edwards will be “the 
pitcher of record,” but Brandon Neill will be

the reliever, according to Glenn.

John gets dinged or things aren't going per- 
fect, Brandon is right there.” 

Edwards isnt flashy, but he is efficient and 
can scramble. He passed for 2,160 yards in 
the regular season. 

The Grizzlies must replace Yohance 
Humphrey, the school’s all-time leading 
rusher. Redshirt freshmen J.R. Waller and 
David Gober and junior Branden Malcom 
are seeking the job. They will run behind a 
line that returns four starters. 

Portland State (7-4) should offer the 
main challenge. The Vikings return All-Big 
Sky quarterback Juston Wood and Freshman 
of the Year running back Ryan Fuqua. Wood 
passed for 3,200 yards and 23 touchdowns. 
Fuqua ran for 393 yards againse Eastern 
Washington, Improvement on defense may 
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help Portland into the playoffs. Northern 
Arizona (8-3) and Montana State (5-6) 
also hope to reach the post-season. 


Atlantic 10 

William & Mary (8-4) and Maine (9-3) 
were part of a four-way tie for the Atlantic 10 
title last year but may ‘be alone at the top this 
fall. The Tribe return second-team all-con- 
ference quarterback Dave Corley, who 
passed for 2,584 yards and 19 touchdowns 
during the regular season. Rich Musinski 
will be Corley’s primary receiver, and 
Johnathan Smith will try to improve on his 
12 rushing touchdowns as a freshman. 

Quarterback Jake Eaton threw for 505 
yards in two playoff games for Maine. Stefan 
Gomes was his main target. Linebacker 
Stephen Cooper was co-Defensive Player of 
the Year in the league and is expected to be a 
Buck Buchanan Award finalist for I-AA’s top 
defensive player. Hofstra (9-3) must replace 
quarterback Rocky Butler. Junior Trevor 
Dimmie is the leading rusher. Linebacker 
Tyree Johnson anchors the defense. 

K.C. Keeler, an outstanding coach for 
Division III Rowan, replaces the retired 
Tubby Raymond at Delaware (4-6). Ray- 
mond won his 300th game in his 36th year 
with the Blue Hens. 


Big South 

The Big South b ts first season of 
LAA football this fall with four members: 
Charleston Southern (5-6), Elon (2-9), 
Gardner-Webb (6-4) and Liberty (3-8). 


Gateway 

Youngstown State (8—3) missed the 2001 
playoffs but figures to recurn this fall behind 
Gateway Offensive Player of the Year PJ. 
Mays, a running back who gained 1,446 
yards and scored 21 rushing touchdowns. 
Second-year coach Jon Heacock must 
replace quarterback Jeff Ryan. Wide 
receiver/returner Jerald Burley is back. 

Defending champion Northern Iowa 
(11-3) returns leading rusher Adam Benge, 
who scored four touchdowns in a playoff win 
over Eastern Illinois. Tom Petrie and senior 
Griff Jurgens will compete at quarterback. 
The defense is led by tackles Terrell Morgan 
and Robert Hamre. 

Western Kentucky (8-4) tied for second 
in its Gateway debut but took a hit in the 
secondary. The Hilltoppers were second in 
LAA in scoring defense (11.1 points). A 
new quarterback must be able to run coach 
Jack Harbaugh’s L-bone offense.

Furman (12-3) reached the LAA title 
game under Bobby Johnson, who left to take 
over the Vanderbilt program.
